MOSCOW (R) — Two surviving members of a Siberian family of 
musicians who hijacked a Soviet plane have been charged with terrorism 
and will stand trial next month, a newspaper said Friday. The government 
newspaper Izvestia said Olga and Igor Ovechkin had also been charged 
with hijacking involving die deaths of people and attempting to cross the 
border illegally. It said their trial would open on Sept. 6 in the family's 
home town of Irkutsk, where the hijacked flight originated. Nine people 
died in a gun battle between the Ovechkins and security forces who 
stormed the hijacked Tupolev- 154 after it landed at a military airfield near 
Leningrad March 8.

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Jordan, PLO 
open talks in 
positive spirit

AMMAN — Jordan and the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO) Friday opened 
talks described as “smooth, honest and 
brotherly” on the Kingdom’s decision to 
sever legal and administrative ties with the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank.

It was the first meeting be- 
tween the two sides after His 
Majesty King Hussein announced 
that Jordan was severing formal 
links with the West Bank to make 
room for the PLO to assume its 
responsibilities as the sole legiti- 
mate representative of the 
Palestinian people. 

Friday’s talks went “smoothly, 
in an atmosphere of honesty and 
brotherly feelings,’' the Jordan 
News Agency, Petra, reported. 
The Jordanian side to the meet- 
ing was beaded by Prime Minister 
Zaid Rifai and included Interior 
Minister Rajai Dajani, Informa- 
tion Minister Hani Khasawneh 
and Minister of State for Cabinet 
Affairs Fayez Tara wn eh while the 
PLO side was headed by Execu- 
tive Committee member 
Mahmoud Abbas and included 


executive committee members 
Abdullah Hourani, Abdul Razak 
A1 Yahya and Mohammad 
Milhem in addition to Hani Al 
Hassan, an advisor to PLO Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat. 

Khasawneh told reporters the 
three-and-a-balf hour meeting, 
held at the Prime Ministry, co- 
vered "issues of mutual concern 
in a very constructive and positive 
atmosphere." 

A senior PLO official told the 
Jordan Times that the talks cen- 
tred on “Jordanian-Palestinian 
relations in light of the King- 
dom’s recent decision to sever 
legal and administrative links 
with the West Bank.” 

He also said the talks covered 
proposals for a Palestinian gov- 
ernment- in -exile, which is under 
discussion within the PLO itself. 


The PLO official, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity, said 
the two sides discussed the status 
of Jordanian passports held by 
West Bank residents, the rights of 
employees in the occupied terri- 
tories who were retired and com- 
pensated in a recent measure by 
the Kingdom, and "the implica- 
tions of these measures on the 
future of Palestinians.” 

Reuters quoted Hourani as 
saying that “we hope that the end 
result would be positive for the 
benefit of the Palestinians and 
Jordanians." 

Arafat, in his first media inter- 
view since the Kingdom 
announced its decision, has 
assured Palestinians living in the 
West Bank that “the PLO will be 
able to handle its responsibilities 
in the occupied territories.”

Arab shot dead in Gaza 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israeli troops killed 
one Palestinian and wounded 
another Friday after a trio of 
Palestinians allegedly attacked 
their patrol in the occupied Gaza 
Strip. 

Friday’s clash took place short- 
ly after midnight in Gaza’s 
Mughazi refugee camp, an army 
spokesman said. He said the dead 
man. Riad Suleiman Abu Man- 
dil, 23, had participated in anti- 
Israeli protests and attacks on 
soldiers in the past. 

The death brought to 251 the 
number of Palestinians killed 
since the Palestinian uprising be- 
gan Dec. 8. 

Israeli military officials who 
demanded anonymity said troops 
apparently caught the Palesti- 
nians by surprise as they were 
painting anti-Israeli slogans on 
camp walls. 

They said Abu Mandil fled 


from the army patrol after being 
wounded and may have bled to 
death. An autopsy was being 
conducted to determine the cause 
of death. 

Troops also arrested the third 
member of the Palestinian group, 
the officials said. 

On Thursday, a Jewish settler 
in the West Bank was charged 
with manslaughter for shooting a 
young Palestinian during protes- 
ters near Jerusalem. 

Pinhas Wallerstein, a 39-year- 
old settlement leader from Ofra, 
was the second settler to face 
charges over the killing of a 
Palestinian since the start of the 
uprising. 

He and a bodyguard were rid- 
ing in a car in Beitin village near 
Jerusalem in January when they 
came across burning tyres placed 
by demonstrators who hurled 
stones. He gave chase and 
opened fire, killing Rabab Hus- 


sein Ranam, 16. 

Meanwhile, the leaders of 
Israel’s two major political par- 
ties intensified debate on the fu- 
ture of the West Bank and Gaza 
after Jordan's decision to cut leg- 
al and administrative ties with the 
West Bank. 

In an interview with armed 
forces radio. Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres said Israel had to 
decide in the Nov. 1 elections to 
pursue peace before arguing ab- 
out who the Arab partner would 
be. 

“What does Israel want — to 
take a peace initiative or to sit 
idly and let the Arabs and the 
Russians an the whole world run 
our affairs? If we do not take the 
initiative — and that's actually 
what the Likud proposes — 
others will take it,” warned 
Peres, the head of the Labour 
Party. 


U.N. monitors in Gulf race 
to meet ceasefire deadline 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — A Un- 
ited Nations team started a race 
against time Friday to get obser- 
vers to the Iran-Iraq warfront in 
time for an Aug. 20 ceasefire 
deadline as Iraq accused Iran of 
shelling Iraqi areas despite a tadt 
truce that has been holding since 
last week. 

“Time is very short,” Finnish 
Lieutenant-Colonel Yrjo 
Helanen told Reuters in Bagh- 
dad. “We hope everything will be 
in place by Aug. 20. If there is 
good mil on both rides, why 
not?” 

Helanen was sent here five 
months ago to inspect war dam- 
age to dvilian targets. He is now 
in charge of a five-man advance 
group preparing for the arrival of 
about 350 military observers from 
24 countries. 

A 485-strong Canadian signals 
unit will back the U-N. Iran-Iraq 
Military Observer group (UN- 
IIMOG), commanded by Yugos- 
lav General Slavko Jovic. 

Canadian sources said an adv- 
ance signals group of about 12 
men was expected to arrive Satur- 
day. Canada could possibly add a 
110-strong support unit, bringing 
its contribution to 595. The supp- 
ly base would be in Turkey, they 
said. 

The sources said the Canadians 
would man both sides of the 
frontlines but they did not know 
how the teams would be divided. 

Helanen said UNIIMOG 
would simply monitor the cease- 
fire along the 1,200 kilometres of 
mountain, marsh and desert 
separating combatants who in 
almost eight years of fighting 
have killed an estimated one mil- 
lion people. 


“We are not here to set up 
buffer zones, just to report any 
violations and try to stop escala- 
tion,” he said. 

Iran denied Friday that it bom- 
barded Iraqi military positions 
with hundreds of shells and mis- 
siles after the start of an unofficial 
truce leading up to the ceasefire. 

A spokesman for the war in- 
formation headquarters in 
Tehran called Iraq's shelling 
claims ‘Talse propaganda,” the 
official Islamic Republic News 
Agency (IRNA) reported. 

Iraq Thursday accused Iran of 
shelling Iraqi military positions 
this week near the Shatt Al Arab 
waterway. 

A fragile, unofficial truce had 
been in place since Monday, 


when U.N. Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar 
announced that Iran and Iraq 
agreed to observe a ceasefire to 
begin Aug. 20. Face-to-face talks 
were scheduled to begin five days 
later in Geneva. 

The Iraqi mission to the U.N. 
said in a one-page statement 
Thursday that Iran's armed forces 
bombarded Iraqi military posi- 
tions around the southern port of 
Basra with Howitzer and mortar 
shells and small missiles on 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

It said Iran also bombarded 
Iraqi positions near the southern 
Fao Peninsula. 

Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei contended Friday the 
ceasefire was a victory for Iran. 


Khasawneh 
chides 
Qadhafi 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Information 
Minister Hani Khasawneh has 
described as unwise an attack by 
Libyan leader Muammar Qadhafi 
on Jordan and its leadership and 
called on the Libyan leader to try 
and understand what Arab unity 
means and how to address other 
Arab leaders. 

The information minister’s 
statement came in reply to an 
interview given by Qadhafi to 
Radio Monte Carlo in which 
Qadhafi contended that Jordan 
“did not offer anything to the 
Palestinians living under occupa- 
tion.” 

In an interview with the same 
radio Thursday. Khasawneh said 
that had it not been for “Arab 
manners and the protocol of 
addressing Arab leaders I would 
have allowed myself to use a 
word other than protest against 
what Qadhafi alleged.” 

Khasawneh said what His 
Majesty King Hussein, his father 
and grandfather before him as 
well as his great grandfather, 
leader of the Great Arab Revolt, 
offered in the context of unity 
between the East and West 
Banks and ensuring prosperity 
for the West Bank before and 
after Israel occupied it in 1967 
cannot be belittled. 

“I wish that Qadhafi would 
learn through the years what un- 
ited Arab efforts mean and how 
to address other Arab leaders.” 

He added that if anyone 
wanted to belittle what King Hus- 
sein achieved and what he offered 
“we say that it is enough for His 
Majesty the collective love of his 
people and his Aimed Forces and 
the trust he has acquired all over 
the Arab World.” 

“I hope that God would en- 
lighten Qadhafi and give him 
wisdom so that he would not 
reopen wounds and to allow the 
Arab World to live without those 
types of comments which have 
already bored the Arab Nation 
and do not serve its national 
problems,” Khasawneh said. 

The information minister ex- 
plained that the measures 
adopted by Jordan concerning its 
employees in the West Bank and 
said: “The employees who have 
been retired or promised end-of- 
service compensation used to col- 
lect two wages, one from the 
Jordanian government and 
another from the Israeli occupa- 
tion authorities. 

He said King Hussein had con- 
tacted Arab countries and some 
foreign ones and called upon 
them to continue to support the 
sons and daughters of the Palesti- 
nian people living under occupa- 
tion.

Jordan to airlift 
urgent aid to Sudan 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The National 
Committee for Solidarity with 
Sudan held an emergency meet- 
ing Friday and discussed the 
situation in Sudan which is rav- 
aged by unprecedented floods. 
The committee decided to 
urgently dispatch Jordanian 
medical teams and rescue and 
civil defence personnel to Sudan 
to help the Sudanese authorities 
in relief operations. 

The committee, which is 
chaired by His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan, also de- 
cided to send medicines and food 
relief and construction supplies as 
well as water sterilisers and pow- 


er generators to be used in 
Sudanese hospitals and medical 
centres, the Jordan News Agen- 
cy. Petra, said. 

Peira said the committee, 
whose decisions came in line with 
directives from the Crown Prince, 
decided to airlift the supplies and 
that further help would be sent to 
Port Sudan. 

The committee also called on 
the citizens to continue their sup- 
port for the Sudanese through 
making contributions, which 
could be sent to the committee at 
the Ministry of Awqaf and Isla- 
mic Affairs. 


Floods cause untold 
damage in Khartoum 


CAIRO (Agencies) — More than 
83,000 houses have been des- 
troyed in Sudan’s capital. Khar- 
toum, by floods caused by torren- 
tial rains that left 1.5 million 
people homeless, the Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) reported. 

The Egyptian agency, in a re- 
port from Khartoum, quoted an 
unidentified Sudanese official. 

The official's figure of 83.240 
demolished houses in the Khar- 
toum area alone was much higher 
than previous estimates which 
ranged between 10,000-40,000. 

The new figure did not include 
the number of houses destroyed 
in eastern and northern areas of 
the country that were also rav- 
aged by floods. 

Heavy downpours caused the 
floods which left Khartoum's 
almost four million inhabitants 
struggling with electricity, drink- 
ing water and food shortages 
since last weekend. 

At least 11 people died in the 
floods, and Sudanese Prime 
Minister Sadek Al Mahdi said 1 .5 
million people were homeless. 

International aid poured into 
Khartoum from Arab and West 
European countries. But in 
Geneva, a senior United Nations 
official said that lack of boats is 
hampering relief distribution. 

Hybad Chowdhury, senior 
officer at the U.N. Office of the 
Disaster Relief Coordinator, said 
the situation remains “verv 


se- 


rious. 


“The problem is how to reach 
people. Many have taken to high 
ground, on piles of rubble. You 
can’t commission a lot of boats 
like in South-East Asian coun- 
tries.” he said. 

Officials quoted by Reuters 
said an outbreak of epidemic 
diseases could be imminent after 
the floods last week in which an 
estimated 1.5 people lost their 
homes. 

The level of the River Nile was 
still creeping up. raising the pros- 
pect that the disaster could be 
compounded next week when the 
river’s annual flood reaches its 
peak. 

Mahdi said Wednesday he had 
been terrified to discover during a 
tour of disaster areas that so little 
help had reached the victims. 

Foreign diplomats and relief 
officials said the death toll in the 
capital alone was certain to be 
much higher. Many people were 
swept away into the Nile and 
never seen again, they said. 

A resident of one of the worst- 
hit areas in Khartoum told Reu- 
ters last Sunday that he knew of 
at least 30 people who were mis- 
sing after a wall of water struck 
his district. 

Khartoum, a city of four mil- 
lion people, was still suffering 
bread and fuel shortages. Power 
was restored to more districts 
Friday but many areas still had no 
water and communications with 
the outside world were erratic. 


Afghan rebels assume 
control of major town 


TERMEZ, The Soviet Union (R) 
— Rebels Friday seized a major 
Afghan town for the first time, 
taking the northern provincial 
capital of Kunduz as Soviet 
troops pulled out. Soviet sources 
said. 

The sources in Termez. who 
included high-ranking officers, 
said Afghan government forces 
still held the airport in Kunduz, 
60 kilometres south of the Soviet 
border. 

They said the rebels were 
pushed out of the town for about 
an hour early Friday morning, 
but had regained control.

S. Africa reinforces Namibia-Angola border 


WINDHOEK, Namibia (R) — 
The South African army is rein- 
forcing the northern border of 
Pretoria-ruled Namibia ahead of 
its promised withdrawal from 
Angola, eyewitnesses said 
Friday. 

Peter Kalangula, chairman of 
the Ovamboland local adminis- 
tration in northern Namibia, told 
Reuters in a telephone cal) Friday 
that convoys were passing north 
through Ondangwa, which is a 
few kilometres south of Osh aka ti, 
a garrison town. 

Other eyewitnesses in Namibia 
confirmed the buildup. South 
Africa’s defence act outlaws more 
detailed reporting of military 
movements without official 
approval. 

An anny spokesman in Win- 
dhoek said be could not confirm 
or deny reports of military move- 


ments in the region. Army 
spokesmen in Pretoria declined 
to comment on the military situa- 
tion in Namibia and southern 
Angola. 

“As we said on Wednesday, 
the planning process is on the go 
and we will be out of Angola by 
Sept. 1,” one official said. 

South African military analyst 
De wet Potgieter said it would 
make sense to reinforce the bor- 
der in the Ovamboland region 
because that was the main infil- 
tration route used by the 
nationalist guerrillas of the 
South-West People’s Organisa- 
tion (SWAPO). 

“I am sure they would also 
want to be prepared in case the 
Cubans come over the border,” 
he said. 

South Africa agreed at U.S.- 
mediated talks with Angola and 


Cuba in Geneva last week to 
withdraw an estimated 2,000 men 
from Angola by Sept. 1. 

When a ceasefire took effect 
Monday. South African troops 
were up to 300 kilometres inside 
Angola. Their withdrawal began 
Wednesday . 

The agreement is linked to the 
withdrawal over a longer period 
of an estimated 50,000 Cuban 
troops from Angola and to plans 
for internationally supervised in- 
dependence for Namibia. 

Angola and Cuba have prom- 
ised to agree a timetable for the 
Cuban pullout before Sept. 1. 

Nuclear talks 

In another development, the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and Britain urged Soutb Africa 
Friday to open its nuclear plants 


to international inspection during 
talks with Pretoria’s Foreign 
Minister Pik Botha in Vienna. 

A statement at the end of the 
confidential talks, initiated by 
South Africa, said there had been 
informal discussions on the issue 
between a delegation headed by 
Botha and senior diplomats of the 
three countries. 

They are the main guarantors 
of the 1970 nuclear Non-Prolif- 
eration Treaty (NPT) which 
obliges signatories to open their 
nuclear facilities to inspections by 
the Vienna-based International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA). 

South Africa, which is not a 
signatory, has a top-secret plant 
capable of producing weapons- 
grade enriched uranium and 
many experts believe the country 
possesses nuclear weapons or can 
make them.

where 1,000 withdrawing Soviet 
troops arrived from Kunduz pro- 
vince. 

“Everybody thought they 
would attack in the south or east, 
so maybe they decided to try 
something spectacular in the 
north,” the source said. 

The rebels have stepped up 
attacks across Afghanistan as the 
first deadline of the Soviet troop 
withdrawal approaches. 

Half of Moscow’s 100.000- 
strong force in Afghanistan is due 
to be out of the country by 
Monday under United Nations- 
mediated Geneva accords which 
took effect May 15. The entire 
force is to be withdrawn bv Feb. 
15. 

Sources in Termez said a Soviet 
unit which pulled out of Kabul 
this week had stopped pushing 
north when it reached the Kun- 
duz airport to help Afghan gov- 
ernment troops hold off the rebel 
offensive. 

Soviet sources said street fight- 
ing broke out in Kunduz as a 
Soviet column of 65 vehicles 
moved towards the border. 

On arrival in Termez, a border 
town in the Soviet Republic of 
Uzbekistan, the troops were met 
by offirials, U.N. observers and 
foreign journalists and feted at a 
welcome ceremony. 

The official TASS news agency 
said the unit was one of the first 
to have entered the Afghan war 
after the Soviet Union intervened 
militarily in December 1979.

A glimpse of Arabia in Paris

IN the middle of Paris, in an area 
called the Fifth Arrondissement, 
stands a seven storey piece of art 
called the Institut du Monde 
Arab. It is an impressive institute 
which has evidently made a 
tremendous effort to collect, pre- 
serve and put on display countless 
treasures which originate from 
the Middle East and in particular 
from the Arab World. Objects 
range from ancient patches of 
tapestry, carved stone and 
archaeological finds to modern 
sculptures and paintings. Jordan’s 


grand and sole contribution to 
this palace of Middle Eastern 
treasures is the work of sculptress 
Mud a Saudi. 

A visitor can view the valuables 
of the institute's museum by start- 
ing on the seventh floor and 
working himself/herself down the 
five storeys devoted to the 
museum. The first hall of the 
museum introduces Arab-Islamic 
civilisation, in a geographic con- 
text, in which artifacts from pre- 
historic Arabia are included. 
Items on display range from the 
Arabian peninsula and the Arab 
Mashreq to the Arab Maghreb. 

The second department con- 


centrates on the historic develop- 
ment of Islam, divided into five 
parts: 1) The era in which the 
message of Islam was spread; 2) 
the reign of the first four caliphs; 
3) the Umayyads (661-750); 4) 
the Abbassids (750-1258); and 5) 
the era of scientific discoveries. 

Section three goes far beyond 
the boundaries of the Arab and 
Middle Eastern world. Artifacts 
from Islamic Spain, Persia, Tur- 
key, and even India and Italy 
from the ninth century through 
the nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
turies are covered in this section. 

The museum has created three 
“departments" along social and

philosophical lines: 1) the family 
and the state; 2) the city and the 
desert; 3) expression and 
identity. 

The last permanent section of 
the museum displays contempor- 
ary art. This includes pointings, 
sculptures graphic art. 
architectural designs as well as 
various plastic creations. 

Another floor is devoted to an 
impressive library which contains 
approximately 15,000 volumes, in 
both French and Arabic. They 
include encyclopaedias, periodic- 
als, dictionaries, atlasses and 
books whose subjects range from 
philosophy to statistics. There is a 
slight imbalance in the degree to 
which certain subject matters are 
represented in the library, 2.300 
volumes are dedicated to the 
study of different subjects in 
Morocco alone for example. 

The libraiy is supplemented by 
a computerised documentation 
centre that contains a vast 
amount of press information ab- 
out politics, culture and empirical 
as well as social sciences in the 
Arab World and the Middle East. 

The institute also has a section 
in which cassettes and video films 
are available for the public. Tele- 
vision programmes from the 
Arab World can also be seen in 
the audio-visual section; and the 
latest Arabic music can be lis- 
tened to in a special sound proof 
room. Two hundred 
documentary films are available 
for viewing and 18,000 slides can 
be seen at the different slide 
projecters on all seven floors. 

Tlie gift shop on the ground 
floor has a rather large collection 


of books mostly in French, but 
also in Arabic, posters and spe- 
cial items such. as Yemeni and 
Egyptian silver jewelry as well as 
Damscene table clothes and 
oriental ornaments made by the 
Maison du Liban. 

Hie institute was sponsored 
by the French Ministry of Cul- 
ture, as well as by Saudi, Kuwaiti, 
Algerian public and private con- 
tributions. 

As far as artistic and historical 
artifacts are concerned, Morocco, 
Iraq and North Yemen made the 
greatest contributions. 

Jordan, Lebanon and the 
Sudan are hardly “represented.” 
A wider range of artifacts from 
these countries could be put on 
display without robbing these 
countries national museums, a 
source at the institute told the 
Jordan Times. "Surely Jordan 
with Petra, Jerash, Madaba, 
Shoubak and its countless 
archaeological sites, its almost 
endless list of contemporary pain- 
ters and- artists can make a few 
more contributions to the insti- 
tute,” the source said. Arab resi- 
dents of Paris believe that the 
institute has so “maticulously 
preserved, carefully conserved 
and aesthetically displayed “Mid- 
dle Eastern artifacts. However, it 1 
would be so lonely for Muna 
Saudi’s sculpure to remain the 
sole representative of Jordan in 
any category in any section in the 
Institute du Monde Arab.

Arafat was quoted as saying by 
Saudi Arabia's AI Sharq AI 
Awsat that he was not informed 
of Jordan's decision before it was 
announced but “we have always 
lived upto our responsibilities 
with courage and we never ran 
away from them." 

Asked whether the PLO had a 
department which could handle 
all the financial responsibilities of 
the occupied territories, Arafat 
said: “The structure of the PLO 
can absorb everything as long as 
there is continued funding." 

“I assure my people in the 
occupied territories that we will 
carry all our responsibilities and 1 
hope that in my upcoming tour I 
would convince Arab countries to 
fulfil their pledges which were 
agreed upon in the Algiers sum- 
mit,” Arafat said. 

Asked whether the idea of a 
joint Jordanian -Palestinian de- 
legation to the proposed interna- 
tional conference was scrapped, 
Arafat said: “This idea has al- 
ways been scrapped from our 
dictionary although Jordan con- 
tinuously called for it... we have 
always said we accept a pan-Arab 
delegation or a joint delegation 
with Egypt... with Jordan no.” 

Asked how he evaluates Arab 
reactions to Jordan’s move, Ara- 
fat said: “One has to read com- 
munique number 23 from the 
united leadership of the (Palesti- 
nian) uprising (in the occupied 
territories) ... our people in the 
occupied territories feel that one 
of the achievements of the upris- 
ing is centring Palestinian repre- 
sentation in the PLO.” 

“The passport problem is de- 
fiantly among the most important 
of our problems,” Arafat said. 
He added that “Palestinians in 
Lebanon have a passport prob- 
lem, also the ones in Syria, Gaza 
Strip and Egypt. Let all the 
Palestinians have the same 
problem.” 


“There was a plan to solve this 
issue. This plan is in the Arab 
League and has been approved 
by Arab interior ministers,” Ara- 
fat said. He said that the plan 
would arrange for a Palestinian 
passport under the guarantee of 
the Arab League but that it bad 
been delayed because it needed 
“proper guarantees from the 
Arab countries.” 

He said he believes that the 
latest Jordanian measures “would 
push the procedure forward.” He 
also indicated that the idea of a 
govemment-in-exile would be 
discussed in a meeting of the 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC). 

Arafat stressed that the Palesti- 
nian uprising was standing strong 
and would continue to be so. He 
added that the uprising would 
quicken moves for holding of an 
international peace conference. 

“As long as the uprising is 
strong the United States will 
move towards peace; not for our 
sake, but because the continua- 
tion of the uprising means the 
continuation of Israel's and poli- 
tical dilemma,” Arafat said. 

Asked about a denial by the 
U.S. of a PLO statement that the 
American government has had 
contact with him, Arafat said: “I 
have a letter from (Henry) Kis- 
singer thanking the PLO for let- 
ting thousands of Americans out 
of Beirut in 1976.” 

King Hussein said Sunday the 
Jordanian move to sever formal 
ties with the West Bank was a 
recognition of the PLO as the 
sole, legitimate representative of 
the Palestinians and of the 
group's desire for an independent 
state. The King added that Jor- 
dan would recognise a Palestinian 
govemment-in-exile immediately 
upon its formation. 

Arafat deputy Salah Khalaf 
was quoted by Dubai's AI Bayan 
newspaper as praising the Jorda- 
nian move.

Queen Noor inaugurates joint 
medical complex in Disi 


AMMAN (Petra) — Her Majesty 
Queen Noor Thursday inaugu- 
rated a joint medical complex at 
the town of Disi within the 
Qweira district of Aqaba and 
inspected facilities and services 
offered to the local inhabitants. 

The complex serves some 5,000 
residents from Disi and badia 
areas in southern Jordan, and 
offers, emergency, mother and 
child care, laboratory and general 
medical services, according to 
Health Ministry officials present 
at the inauguration ceremony. 

The Queen toured the different 


sections and was briefed ou their 
work by the local doctors and 
officials. 

At the outset of the ceremony 
Aqaba Region Authority Direc- 
tor Bassam Qaqish delivered a 
speech paying tribute to the 
Queen's concern over the health 
and firing conditions of citizens. 

He also praised the Health 
Ministry for its relentless efforts 
to provide primary health care 
services to the Jordanian citizens 
in urban, rural and badia regions. 

Another speaker was the dis- 
trict governor of Qweira, who

Ramtha seeks to exploit Pilgrims’ 
for economic, cultural activities 


RAMTHA (Petra) — The De- 
partment of Education in Ramtha 
is seeking to exploit a permanent 
site for pilgrims near Ramtha for 
the benefit of scouts and student 
activities and also as an open 
market mound for merchants. 

The Education Department 
director here, Ahmad Alawneb, 
said the site could be transformed 
into a useful ground for organis- 
ing economic, cultural and social 
activity benefiting the whole 
Ramtha region, and also serving 
the needs of pilgrims at the same 
time. 

Alawneb was making remarks 
to foe Jordan News Agency, Pet- 
ra, whose correspondent carried 
out an extensive survey of the site 
and interviewed officials of con- 
cerned authorities in Ramtha. 

The Pilgrims City, set up on a 
48-piece of land, was designed to 
house pilgrims during the pilgrim- 


age season especially when Mus- 
lims from Syria, Turkey and Iran 
cross into Jordan from Syria 
on their way to the holy places in 
Mecca and Medina. 

Nearly 70 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds of the Pilgrims City bene- 
fited Ramtha municipality pro- 
jects, according to municipal offi- 
cials. 

They said that between 50,000 
and 60,000 Muslims used to con- 
verge on foe city during foe pil- 
grimage season, but now an esti- 
mated 5,000 pilgrims can be ex- 
pected to visit it during foe 
annual season for a few weeks, 
thus drastically reducing revenues 
for the municipality. 

Alawneh told the agency that 
students and scouts, recruited by 
the Department of Education, 
can carry out cultural and re- 
creational activities on the site, 
part of which can be exploited by 


local merchants in an open mar- 
ket to be set up on a permanent 
basis. 

The director of Awqaf and 
Islamic Affairs Department here. 
Amin AI Khatib, said it is true 
that the number of pilgrims had 
diminished due to a change of 
communications arrangements by 
Muslim countries. But he con- 
tended that the Pilgrims City 
should be exploited as a cultural 
centre to train preachers for mos- 
ques and to organise Islamic acti- 
vities. 

The president of foe local 
Chamber of Commerce, Khalaf 
Bashabseh, said that he was will- 
ing to enlist the help of local 
merchants to establish a project 
at the Pilgrims City that would 
"serve all purposes, and at the 
same time ensure proper profits 
and revenues for foe municipality 
and foe Awqaf Department.

Yarmouk begins 1st stage of 
residential quarters project 


IRBID (Petra, J.T.) — Yarmouk 
University has embarked on the 
first stage of a project to provide 
appropriate residential quarters 
for its male students and mem- 
bers of the teaching staff. 

An announcement made Fri- 
day said that at least JD 4.4 
milli on will be spent on construct- 
ing living quarters for at least 
1 ,200 students in addition to 40 
flats for the teachers and 28 stu- 
dios for the benefit of post gradu- 
ate students. 

According to the announce- 
ment, the project, which is to 
take at least two years to com- 
plete, will be set up on 40,000 
square metres and will have ad- 
joining services and a number of 
external yards. 

It said' that the Engineering 
Faculty, in cooperation with the 
university’s Projects Department, 
prepared the designs for the pro- 
ject and the final plans for con- 


struction work. 

Once completed, the residen- 
tial quarter will accommodate no 
less than 50 per cent of the overall 
number of male students, accord- 
ing to the announcement. 

The engineering faculty had 
earlier supervised the construc- 
tion of the university’s infrastruc- 
ture and the Engineering Faculty 
buildings which served as a nuc- 
leus for the university, and is now 
supervising the construction of 
the Medical Sciences Faculty 
buildings due to be completed by 
late 1990, the announcement 
added. 

It said that the medical sciences 
buildings, being built on 80,000 
square metres, are expected to 
cost at a total of JD 14 million 
and will house four branches of 
the medical profession: medicine, 
dentistry, pharmacy and nursing, 
together with their laboratories 
and other utilities. 


Last January, Yarmouk Uni- 
versity awarded a contract to a 
local company for the construc- 
tion of a residential quarter for 
female students at foe cost of JD 
4.4 million. 

The project, to be completed 
by the end of 1989, entails con- 
structing eight buildings and their 
utilities, together with courts for 
sports activities, such as vol- 
leyball, basketball, tennis and 
other facilities. 

Work on the medical sciences 
buildings had started in January 
1988, according to Yarmouk Uni- 
versity officials. 

The announcement Friday said 
that a Yarmouk University annex 
project at the Princess Basma 
Hospital in Irbid is now nearing 
completion. 

It said that the JD 140,000 
annex will have sufficient lecture 
halls for medical students. 


National Aid Fund adds 
237 needy families on list 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — The National Aid Fund 
(NAF) last month added 237 needy families to a list 
of those receiving monthly financial assistance, 
receiving a total off JD 4,672 a month according to 
NAF’s Director General Khalil Al Faouri. 


Faouri said in a statement re- 
leased by the Jordan News Agen- 
cy, Petra, Friday that NAF teams 
added a total of 1,118 families to 
the fund's list of needy people 
over the past seven years, entitl- 
ing them to monthly assistance 
which according to Faouri total- 
led JD 21,492 between January 
and July of 1988. 

The NAF director told Petra 
that the new additions will be 
joining, 8,589 needy families 
already on the list, receiving a 
total monthly assistance of JD 
180,445. 

Some families can receive up to 


JD 40 a month in accordance with 
their condition, according to 
Faouri. 

Over the past seven months the 
NAF allocated a one-time lump 
sum emergency assistance for 51 
needy families totalling JD 2,645, 
the direcor noted. 

He said in such emergency 
cases, the fund pays sums as bight 
as JD 100 for a family in need and 
this is paid only once a year. 

Faouri said apart from direct 
financial assistance the NAF has 
allocations for financing voca- 
tional training projects for the 
rehabilitation of the bread win- 


ner of needy families, enabling 
them to earn their own living. 

He said last month JD 1,500 
were spent on such projects in 
which 58 people were offered 
training raising to 102,130 the 
total sum spent on such projects 
by the NaF over the past seven 
months. 

Faouri noted that up to JD 
3,000 in loans could be offered to 
a needy family to start its own 
means of making a living and only 
requires that 35 per cent of the 
loan should be repaid to the NAF 
over easy no-interest install- 
ments. 

He said that the NAF helps 
needy families with handicapped 
persons by providing bearing aids 
and other essential material. 

The NAF, which was estab- 
lished in 1986, draws its resources 
from the government and dona- 
tions by individuals, voluntary 
organisation and societies. 


outlined development projects in 
health, agriculture, social services 
and other spheres which, he said, 
have been promoted by con- 
cerned government authorities 
over the years.

JUST to Increase attention on drugs 
derived from plants, animals 


IRBID (Petra) — The Jordan 
University of Science and Tech- 
nology (JUST) is directing in- 
creasing attention to medicinal 
drugs derived from plants and 
animals to cope with the current 
world trend of basing drugs on 
herbs and natural resources, 
according to Dr. Suba’i Ibrahim, 
dean of the university's Faculty of 
Pharmacy. 

Ibrahim said plans to carry out 
this project, will commence as of 
foe coining 1988-1989 academic 
year, with focus on enabling 
graduates to specialise in a diffe- 
rent type of pharmaceutical work 
each year to ensure that they find 
proper employment. . 


For this project to succeed, the 
faculty has decided to increase 
credit hours alloted for labora- 
tory work and for practical and 
theoretical study on medicinal 
drugs derived from plants or 
animals, according to Dr. 
Ibrahim. 

He said his faculty has begun a 
new phase of cooperation with 
foe university’s Faculty of Agri- 
culture to set up a model farm 
within the university's campus on 
a 100 dunum plot to grow herbs 
used in teaching pharmacy stu- 
dents, for scientific research and 
agricultural extension purposes. 


pharmacy faculty graduates is un- 
employed, and the present 273 
faculty students will be raised to 
300 in foe coming academic year, 
mostly from Jordan, Ibrahim 
noted!

AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — Jorda- 
nian Veterinarians Association 
(JVA) President Ahmad Ajlouni 
has voiced foe association's total 
support for a new Jordanian law 
to re-organise veterinary medical 
practice in the Kingdom. 

Ajlouni said the new law deals 
with foe production and sale of 
veterinary medicine and provides 
for measures to facilitate foe 
work of vets in foe private and 
public sectors in Jordan. 

The new law makes it impera- 
tive for animal farm owners to 
employ vets to look after the 
health of their animals thus con- 
tributing towards solving foe un- 
employment issue. Ajlouni noted 
in an interview with foe Jordan 
News Agency, Petra. 

Ajlouni said that the JVA 
council is involved in updating 
the old law for the licensing and 
registration of veterinary medi- 
cine and other material in Jordan. 

The new law also governs the 
specifications of laboratories 
dealing with veterinary medicine 
and organising foe veterinarians* 
practice in general. 

The JVA will produce stickers 
bearing the price and type of each 
veterinary medicine to be sold in 
Jordan from now on, in accord- 
ance with Ministry of Agriculture 
regulations, Ajlouni added. 

He said a special questionnaire 
will be distributed to Jordanian- 
vets very soon, to sound their 
views about a number of issues. 

Last March the Ministry of Agri- 
culture’s Centre for the Produc- 
tion of Veterinary Vaccines said 
that it will start producing vac- 
cines needed by vets for the 
animals in the second half of 
1988. 

It said the centre's annual pro- 
duction would be 170 million 
doses of which 100 million would 
be used in foe Kingdom and the 
rest would be marketed in Arab 
countries.

Qadhafi realises too well 
the sacrifices of the Hashemite family for safeguarding Palestinian 
rights and defending Palestine soil. Ever since the 1967 occupa- 
tion Jordan had served as a haven for the displaced Palestinians 
and will continue to offer all possible assistance to Palestinian 
brothers.

TALKING STRAIGHT 


Time for Jordanians to voice their opinion 


n IS difficult in light of Jordan’s decision last week to sever all legal 
and administrative ties with the West Bank to keep silent about the 
issue. We cannot ignore the issue in tbe media, or speak about it in 
murky terms. 

What happened last week will affect Jordan for a long time. 
Whether it is called separation or reorganisation of the relationship 
that exists between Palestinians and Jordanians, the need has never 
been more apparent for a national dialogue on the subject. And if we 
cannot totally explore the opinions of citizens in the West Bank, it is 
the duty of all Jordanians living here, whether of East Bank, West 
Bank or whatever other origin, to voice their opinion. We owe it to 
ourselves to be involved in a process of a national dialogue. 

This is of extreme importance to the country. The relationship that 
exists between Jordanians and Palestinians fax exceeds that of a 
political one. Our social fabric is made out of this relationship, and 
this fabric cannot be easily, if at all, disintegrated. 

I, therefore, want to voice my opinion, not because it affects 
things, but because I believe the opinion of the average Jordanian 
should matter. 

Jordan’s derision is understandable in many respects. It comes in 
response to the PLO's and the Arab states' desire to highlight and 
enhance the Palestinian identity. The situation, however, especially 
to the average Jordanian citizen living in Jordan is not that simple. 
For one thing, the average Arab citizen always yearned for Arab 
unity. Even more particularly, the average Jordanian citizen has lived 
a successful example of this unity which, though at times tense and 
uneasy, has largely worked. We, in Jordan, know this fact, whereas 
Arabs living elsewhere might not. It is thus not easy after 38 years of 
intermarriage, interculture, interrelationship, to say that everything 


is severed. The belief in. and dream for, Arab unity, has suffered a 
severe blow. The close relationship between Jordanians and Palesti- 
nians applies not only in the East Bank, but between the East Bank 
and tbe West Bank as well. As an average Jordanian, therefore, I 
care very much about this unity regardless of what the PLO or 
anybody else would have to say in this matter. 

As an average Jordanian, I do not know all the facts. As an 
average Jordanian, I never did. But that should not be used as a 
convenient excuse, as many prominent Jordanians are doing, for not 
speaking out. The country needs the input of its citizens, and it needs 
it now. Silence about the issue can only mean approval in the present 
circumstances. 

I do not suggest that Jordanians approve or disapprove of tbe 
recent measures. I merely state that they should make their opinions 
known. Mine is simple. I think the measures will not help regain the 
West Bank, which should be tbe major objective of all Arabs. I think 
they have hurt tbe cause of Arab unity, which we in Jordan are a 
living example of. I think they will add to the state of confusion of 
people living here despite assurances to the contrary. I therefore do 
not approve. 

My opinion is not enough, however. In times like these, one 
expects people to speak out. Specifically, one expects community 
leaders in this society to speak out. Yet, hardly any member of tbe 
dissolved parliament has said anything. Hardly any elected union 
president has said anything. Hardly any politician has said anything. 
Hardly any intellectual, university professor, writer, citizen, has said 
anything. 

Hopefully, I will be proved wrong, and Jordan's decision will come 


to have a positive influence on the Palestinian problem. Even then, 
mv worry which would still remain is our apparent inabflrty to engage 
in a national dialogue and discuss our problems openly^f prominent 
citizens, politicians, elected leaders, opt not to voice > their opinion, 
for or against tbe new measures, and offer their thoughts on a matter 
that affe cts Jordan's future to the largest possible extent, men how 
can I or any other citizen expect them to speak out about less 
important issues? 

Now that the decision is taken, the question to nk, agin for the 
average Jordanian, is how to make the best out of the present 

situation. Specifically: _ „ . . _ . . 

1 How to keep national unity among citizens of all origins m the 

East Bank. How to strengthen that unity, and how to alleviate all 
fears to the contrary. _ _ . . . . , 

2 How to define the new relationship with the Palestinians msnch 

a manner that would increase the chances of a peaceful settlement 
in s tead of the contrary. . _ , _ 

3. How to ensure that the dream of Arab unity is not aborted, that 
it is still achievable, especially for the two Arab peoples of Jordan 
and Palestine. 

I believe that the coming talks between Jordan and the PLO should 
result in the declaration of a Palestinian state or a govemment-in- 
exile with imm ediate confederation ties with Jordan. This will 
ensure the continuation of the unity between the two peoples, and 
would satisfy the Palestinian demands of highlighting the Palestinian 
identity. I sincerely believe such a step will be taken soon. Let us not 
go down in history as a nation which reacted to adversity by splitting, 
instead of uniting, its ranks. 


Indian identity: Unity in diversity

AMONG the imperatives of Indi- 
a's claim to independence and 
national sovereignty was a cultu- 
ral identity shared by its multitu- 
dinous peoples and one that 
could hold on its own against the 
.professed cultural superiority of 
the British masters. And thus was 
bora the slogan: Unity in di- 
versity. 

The principal reason for coin- 
ing this. phrase arose from the 
anti-colonialist character of the 
nationalist struggle. Cultural uni- 
ty was seen in the European 
thought of tho&e days as a neces- 
sary condition for nationalism. 
Elements of cultural diversity, so 
prominent in Indian life, seemed 
to give the colonial powers a 
sense of superiority and justified 
their right to rule India. 

The Indian leaders invented 
the phrase “unity in diversity” to 
press home tbe fact that cultural 
unity as tbe bedrock of Indian 
nationalism was not lacking in 
India. 

One might justifiably argue 
that acceptance ,of secularism as a. 
framework for future develop- 
ment of Indian society and polity 
was itself the political expression 
of the diverse and pluralist char- 
acter of Indian society. More 
palpably, the provision of com- 
mon citizenship for all Indians 
was a political expression of Indi- 
a's essential unity. 

Considerable beat has been 
wasted from time to time over 
.whether Indian society was 
actually a unity in diversity. Many 
historians have tried to demons- 
trate a fundamental unity, 
arguing that the national culture 
of India is a happy blending of tbe 
elements drawn from different 
cultures and religious traditions. 
On the other hand, others have 
tried to prove that India always 
lacked cultural unity and is 
characterised by the presence of 
different nationalities. 

If tbe purpose is to show that 
India is a unity one can underplay 
the elements of diversity and 
emphasise the integrative tenden- 
cies. Little useful purpose is likely 
to be served by debating in the 
abstract the proposition whether 
Indian society has historically 
been a unity or not. It would be 
infinitely more useful to analyse 
why Indian society is seen by 
some as lacking in cultural and 


social unity and whether what are 
often seen as divisive tendencies 
in Indian public life are indeed 
such as to result in the country's 
disintegration. 

India's Western critics from the 
very beginning contended that 
India was lacking in cultural unity 
and saw its bewildering social, 
cultural and religious diversity 
clear evidence of its eventual 
fragmentation. They thought that 
unless India succeeded in forging 
unity on a universalistic basis Its 
survival as a united country was 
bound to remain fragile. 

Over the past several years, 
even educated Indians have be- 
gun to share some of these mis- 
givings. Citing contemporary 
Europe (and in so doing they 
often underplay the divisive ten- 
dencies present in contemporary 
European societies) as a model 
for India to emulate, they are 
inclined to suggest that the coun- 
try will fall apart unless a con- 
scious attempt is made to elimin- 
ate India's numerous cultural and 
social diversities by forging a uni- 
fied national culture throughout 
the length and breadth of the 
country. 

The anxious voice of these cri- 
tics, foreign or native, is not 
entirely phoney. After all, the 
rise in recent times of sectarian 
movements which seek to prom- 
ote the interest of one community 
or another is bound to create and 
sharpen sensibilities and anxieties 
about India's future as a united 
country. 

However, the point that really 
deserves to be reflected upon is 
whether these sectarianisms are 
likely to take the better of that 
basic feature of Indian society 
which still makes it a unity de- 
spite the persistence of cultural 
diversities within the society. Or, 
again, whether in suggesting that 
like the countries of contempor- 
ary Europe India should also 
engage in a conscious process of 
cultural homogenisation the cri- 
tics not really projecting Europe’s 
present stage of development to 
its past and overlooking the trou- 
bled times through which that 
part of the world passed in order 
to reach its contemporary state? 
Both these questions deserve to 
be carefully examined before a 
judgment on India's destiny as a 
compact nation is finally pro- 
nounced. 

It is customaiy to characterise 


Indian society as a plural society. 
One of the characteristics of a 
plural society (and in this sense 
tbe Western societies are truly 
pluralist) is that the boundaries of 
the communities and groups making 
it up are fixed and permanent. 
From this point of view, it would 
seem quite erroneous to consider 
India as plural society. For, while 
it is true that Indian society is 
composed of diverse social com- 
munities and groups, their 
boundaries are neither perma- 
nent nor fixed. They vary accord- 
ing to context and situation, mak- 
ing every Indian a member of 
diverse communities and groups 
at the same time and yet integrat- 
ing him or her into a wider 
national community as an Indian. 

The point can be empirically 
substantiated. Whites and blacks 
or even sectarian groups like the 
Catholics and Protestants in 
Western societies are fixed and 
permanent entities and an indi- 
vidual's identity is always defined 
in terms of the social community 
to which he or she belongs. The 
situation in India is qualitatively, 
different. An individual here is,, 
simultaneously a ‘ citizen of ,the ’ 
country, a member of a religious 
or social community, a caste and 
a sub-caste. 

Once one begins to look at 
Indian society as a segmentary 
rather than a plural society one 
can see why it has seen the 
emergence of so many sectarian 
and communal movements as 
well as why the country has been 
able to m aintain itself as a united 
nation. Along with the inegalita- 
rian nature of the Indian society 
also exists its strong commitment 
to achieve economic develop- 
ment within the framework of 
democratic politics. If caste, com- 
munity and language are the ex- 
isting building blocks of society, 
one will easily see that a politician 
engaging in democratic politics 
will inevitably use existing build- 
ing blocks to "organise people and_ 
fight for distributive justice. This’ 
to a great extent explains the 
remarkable recurrence of section- 
al and communal demands which 
apparently seem to threaten the 
unity of the country. 

At the same time the segmen- 
taty character of society plays its 
tricks on segmentary politics too. 
For, no sooner than a group of 
people at any one level of seg- 
mentation are able to organise 


themselves as an integrated poli- 
tical group, they become seg- 
mented into smaller entities, 
thereby weakening its united 
character. Of the two most 
powerful (and one can even say 
menacing) sectional movements 
the country witnessed in recent 
years, the Assam and Akaii Dal 
movements are probably tbe 
most prominent. 

They were both built up on 
ethnic identities and carried the 
greatest potential for violence 
and break up of the country. 
However, even as the leaders of 
these movements succeeded in 
creating mass mobilisation on the 
basis of ethnic self-identification, 
they began to show signs of inter- 
nal break-up through replication 
of segmentation lower down. The 
Akali Dal which claims to be the 
principal spokesman on the Pun- 
jab question is today fragmented 
into several competing factions 
and the Sikhs, including tbe ter- 
rorists within that community, 
are divided among a great many 
groups, thereby greatly blunting 
its divisive edge. 

' On balance it .would seem that 
‘India has "in recent years seen a 
remarkable recrudescence and 
emergence of ethnic and sectional 
urges. But through the processes 
working towards unity and in- 
tegration within India's segmen- 
tary social organisation the coun- 
try has also been eminently suc- 
cessful in keeping itself together. 

Perhaps, the mushrooming of 
ethnic and sectional groups could 
be curtailed if the country was 
simultaneously prepared to tam- 
per with the democratic proces- 
ses. But it would have brought 
about other problems on its trail 
and may bave posed other even 
more serious threats to tbe coun- 
try's unity. Therefore, the success 
of India’s efforts to forge national 
unity amidst its bewildering di- 
versity must be judged against tbe 
background that it has done so in 
the context of economic develop- 
ment which prompted sectional 
urges in the race for distributive 
justice within a framework of 
democratic politics. India’s per- 
formance in this regard is quite 
impressive, given the short span 
of its existence as an independent 
country — UNI feature.

A philosopher hunts for active life

SAN FRANCISCO — Book- 
cases where tracts by Kant and 
Nietzsche mingle with multiple 
copies of Dashiel! Hammett's 
"The Maltese Falcon” give clues 
to the two lives of private eye 
Josiah Thompson. 

In an earlier life Thompson 
trod the heady paths of the philo- 
sophers. These days, he traipses 
in the gritty footsteps of Ham- 
men’s fTctionai San Francisco de- 
tective. Sam Spade. 

In 1976, Thompson was a pro- 
fessor at Haverford College in 
Pennsylvania and author of three 
well-regarded books, including a 
biography of Soren Kierkegaard. 
He ’was married with two chil- 
dren, and his biggest risk was 
riding a motorcycle home after 
work. 

“My life was packed in cot- 
ton,” Thompson recalled in a 
recent interview with Reuters in 
his office overlooking the Golden 
Gate Bridge. “Time was moving, 
but 1 wasn't. ( had become 
frozen.” 

Thompson moved his family to 
the sleepy northern California 
town of Bolinas, intending to 
take a sabbatical and write a book 
on Nietzsche. 


Instead, he met Hal Lipset. 
doyen of San Francisco Bay Area 
detectives and one-time president 
of the World Society of Detec- 
tives, and took a five-dollar-an- 
hour surveillance job. 

That job began a new life for 
Thompson, one he chronicles in 
the newly published "Gumshoe: 
Reflections in a Private Eye.” 

The book recounts his early 
education as a “P.I.”. detailing 
investigations of murders, kid- 
nappings. drug cases and black- 
mail schemes, as well as the 
mundane surveillance which 
takes up a good portion of, a 
real-life detective’s time. 

Although the book is laced 
with philosophical reflections — 
Thompson is more likely to reach 
for his volume of Merleau-Pon- 
ty’s "The Phenomenology of 
Perception" than a .45 — 
Thompson’s first assignment 
made it dear be would spend 
more time with his feet on the 
earth than with his head in the 
clouds. 

Lipset ordered the novice to 
watch a leader of a union striking 
againsi a cable company. Before 
he found the labour activist, 
Thompson discovered a bullet 
hole in a window of the com- 
pany's building. 

“Until I saw (the bullet hole). 


I'd been able to tell myself this 
detective caper was all a lark,” 
Thompson wrote. 

“But then I saw the bullet hole. 
It was like a sudden glitch, stop- 
ping the Walter Mitty film in 
mid-sprocker hole. Whoever put 
that bullet hole in the door. I told 
myself, isn't going to care you're 
some kind of college pro- 
fessor...” 

Although Thompson, who 
doesn’t carry a gun, has yet to be 
shot at, the succeeding cases 
taxed his wits to the utmost. 

In one case, a homosexual 
businessman hired Thompson to 
uncover something incriminating 
about an ex-lover who was thre- 
atening him with a palimony suit. 

Thompson's crucible was a kid- 
napping case that took him to 
India. 

A man separated from his wife 
had spirited the couple's daughter 
back to his native India. A war- 
rant had been issued for his arrest 
and it was up to Thompson to 
bring him in. 

With the assistance of an intre- 
pid Indian detective, Thompson 
lured father and daughter to a 
Bombay hotel with a bogus offer 
of employment. He caught him, 
tied him up and returned the 
daughter to the mother. 


"Thai whole case was my gra- 
duation exercise.” Thompson 
said. "I never thought that I 
would be looking into eyes of a 
guy my age, another father, who 
had sacrificed himself for his 
daughter, and who was bound 
and gagged at my orders, and 
whose child I was" taking." 

Thompson said that being a 
philosopher did not make detec- 
tion any easier. 

“The skills of logic and deduc- 
tion are not useful -at all. Cases 
aren’t puzzles. I don't get any- 
thing by sitting in the office and 
going over documents. I get 
something by going out in the 
world and stirring things up, and 
seeing what happens," he said. 

In a current case, by investigat- 
ing witness reports not followed 
up by police, he is trying to prove 
a jailed client innocent of 
murder. 

"We're trying to figure out 
what was an incoherent police 
report,” he said. "You don’t have 
to be a philosopher to do that.” 

Thompson said his main con- 
cern is not “who done it.” 

“My job is not the uninvolved 
search for objective truth." he 
said. ‘Tin trying to get someone 
out of the cage. My job is to 
prove the client didn't do it.”

Syria looks to 
nature for 
more energy

DAMASCUS — Syria is looking 
at ways to use the sun. the winpL 
and even farm manure, to boost 
its limited energy sources. 

The government has set up a 
new department to examine re- 
newable energy resources. 

Tbe department's director Dr. 
Mohammad Kordab told Reuters 
that Syria was determined to use 
its ample sunshine, brisk breezes 
and biological waste to reduce its 
dependence on oil and gas. 

Oil indusuy sources say Syria 
produces about 250,000 barrels 
per day (bpd) of oil and is making 
efforts to pump an extra 10,000 
bpd by the end of the year.

Dr. Kordab, an energy profes- 
sor at Damascus University, said 
Syria was ideally situated to ex- 
plo/r the sun and the wind. 

Tie sun shines for an average 
8.3 hours a day, rising to 12 hours 
daily from June to August. 

Kordab said the sun’s energy 
amounted to 5.87 kilowatt-horns 
(kwh) per square metre — 2,143 
kwh a year. 

“This means we have a giant 
solar resource which could be 
used to produce energy at low 
cost," said Kordab, who intro- 
duced the first domestic hot water 
system to Syria in 1978. 

Now widely used, each solar 
system saves an estimated 500 
litres of diesel per year, conserv- 
ing hard currency. 

Syria used 7.1 million tonnes of 
petroleum products in 1986. 
Diesel made up 41 per cent of this 
and fuel oil 36 per cent, the rest 
being benzine, kerosene and 
butane gas. 

Consumption of diesel tops 


the list of petroleum products 
used," Kordab said. “Resorting 
to renewable resources is one of 
tbe most important ways of cut- 
ting this consumption.” 

He said Damascus University 
had designed solar energy sys- 
tems for the industry ministry. 
Syrians now make all solar water 
heaters locally. 

An experimental solar central 
heating system, which he de- 
signed for his own home, bad cut 
his use of electricity and diesel by 
more than 60 per cent over three 
years. 

Tbe equipment used was costly 
but Kordab said be was working 
on designing a cheaper system for 
wider use. 

Homes and businesses used 35 
per cent of the 7,000 million kwh 
of electricity Syria generated in 
1986. Industry used 40 per cent- 

Other studies would look at 
ways to use solar power for crop 
drying, heating greenhouses, de- 
salination and generating electric- 
ity, Kordab said. 

He said wind was another little- 
used energy source in which Syria 
was rich. A minimum wind speed 
of three metres per second (mps) 
is needed for practical use. 

Meteorologists say winds of 
four mps blow across Syria at 
least half the year. In central 
regions around the city of Homs, 
they average six mps for 40 per 
cent of the year. 

The government encourages 
local production of wind energy 
equipment which many fanners 
already use to pump water for 
drinking or irrigation, Kordab 
said. 

A study he made for the Un- 
ited Nations revealed that gas 
produced biologically was a 
promising energy source for 
Syria. 

The study showed 126 million 
cubic metres of gas could be 
produced annually, 40 per cent of 
it from animal waste and 30 per 
cent eacb from poultry and fro® 
domestic waste. 

He said such energy, to replace 
butane, was easily produced- 
Syria used 265,000 tonnes of 
butane in 1986. 

Each household keeping anim- 
als or poultry could make fuel for 
lights, hot water and cooking 
using a simple biogas digester in 
which microbes produce gas by 
fermentation.

Next U.S. president must 
deal with PLO — Neumann

yie next U.S. president must 
deal with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) in the pur- 
suit of Middle East peace and 
conditions exist for this to occur, 
a former U.S. ambassador and 
Reagan administration adviser 
said Thursday. 

Robert Neumann, who 
directed the State Department 
transition team when President 
Reagan took office in 1981, 
sharply criticised current U.S. 
policy and warned that "if we 
allow, as the present administra- 
tion has done, events to drift, the 
situation is certain to get worse.” 

“Whether the United States 
likes it or not, there is no substi- 
tute for the PLO,” he said. 

He and other scholars at the 
Centre for Strategic and Interna- 
tional Studies (CSIS) released 
several new analyses in series 
designed to "infuse a strategic 
perspective" into the election de- 
bate on the U.S. international 
role. 

They called for vigorous lead- 
ership by Reagan's successor and 
drastic shifts in many aspects of 
U.S. foreign policy. 

One report by CSIS analysts 
Debra van Opsial and Andrew 
Goldberg concluded U.S. secur- 
ity was now affected far more by 
regional turbulence and uncon- 
ventional threats than by Soviet 
"expansionism." 


The two authors predicted that 
in the future, the United States 
will have decreasing control over 
world events and must "resign 
itself with good grace to less 
collective cooperation with its 
allies in Third World regions." 

Neumann said it was up to the 
next U.S. president to firmly con- 
vince Arab leaders they must 
send "politically credible signals'* 
to Israel that they accept the 
Zionist state's right to exist and 
do not seek its "‘destruction. *’ 

To get the process moving, 
Washington could return to a 
loophole in its policy that was 
firmly closed by the Reagan 
administration, he said. This 
would allow U.S. officials to have 
contacts with the PLO, while not 
participating in actual negotia- 
tions. 

"To return to the original 
meaning would constitute a size- 
able concession to the PLO and 
there would be much protest in 
Israel," saiu Neumann, a former 
ambassador to Saudi Arabia. 

But many Israelis have recog- 
nised the need to deal with the 
PLO and “this recognition has 
also gained ground among U.S. 
Jews. Politically, it is no longer 
impossible," he said. 

Murphy ends visit 

U.S. envoy Richard Murphy 
ended a Middle East swing 
Thursday saying his mission to 


the region had been constructive. 

But Murphy's planned meeting 
in Egypt with Palestinian leaders 
was called off because two mem- 
bers of the delegation had close 
links to the PLO. 

Murphy, the assistant secretary 
of state responsible for Middle 
East affairs, told reporters at 
Cairo airport before flying to 
Paris: “My trip was very con- 
structive." 

But he did not elaborate on the 
positive elements of his mission 
to Lebanon, Syria, Israel, Jordan 
and Egypt. 

He said his discussions with 
Egyptian leaders included region- 
al issues and the situation in the 
Gulf following an Iran-Iraq 
ceasefire accord. 

Diplomatic sources said Mur- 
phy was also likely to stop in 
London on his way back to the 
United Srates. 

Murphy said he would submit 
a report to President Reagan on 
his wide-ranging talks with re- 
gional leaders. 

The U.S. State Department 
said Wednesday it regretted Mur- 
phy's meeting with prominent 
Palestinians fell through. 

Washington, which has prom- 
ised Israel it would not negotiate 
with the PLO, was willing for its 
officials to meet four Palestinians 
who had previously held talks 
with Secretary of State George 
Shultz, a leading Palestinian said. 
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22 remain missing after 
Nile boat mishap 

CAIRO (AP) — Frogmen Friday fished out the body of a seventh 
Italian tourist from the Nile, two days after the cruiser Nubia sank 
in southern Egypt during a storm, the Middle East News Agency 
(MENA) reported. 

Nine Italian nationals and 13 Egyptians who were on the boat are 
still missing and presumed dead. 

MENA quoted police General Ibrahim Bassiouny, head of 
security of Aswan, as saying that the rescue teams were having 
difficulty searching the upside-down, almost completely submerged 
vessel for the missing persons because of strong water currents in 
the area. 

He said they would attempt to drag the vessel away from the 
currents and try to refloat It. 

The Nubia capsized and sunk during a sudden storm Wednesday 
afternoon near Edfu. Edfn is half way between the famous tourist 
resorts of Luxor, 720 kilometres, and Aswan, 960 kilometres south 
of Cairo. 

It was carrying 51 Italians and an Egyptian crew of 45. Thirty-five 
Italians and 27 Egyptians were rescued, suffering from minor 
wounds and shock. Search groups have found the bodies of seven 
Italians and five Egyptians, leaving nine Italians and 13 Egyptians 
missing, and presumed dead by police. 


U.S. navy drops plan to 
replace Vincennes in Gulf 


BAHRAIN (AP) — The U.S. 
navy has decided against dis- 
patching another of its billion- 
doLlar "Aegis" missile cruisers to 
the Gulf region to replace the 
USS Vincennes, military sources 
said Friday. 

The sources, speaking on con- 
dition they not be identified, said 
the scheduled assignment of the 
USS Mobile Bay, a sister ship of 
the Vince nness, had been "post- 
poned until further notice." 

The Mobile Bay was scheduled 
to depart Friday from Mayport. 
Florida, to join the navy's joint 
task force Middle East, which 
includes 27 warships in the Gulf 
and the Arabian Sea. 

Although the sources declined 
to be specific, they indicated the 
decision was related to an ex- 
pected cutback in the size of the 
U.S. force after a ceasefire be- 
tween Iraq and Iran goes into 
effect Aug. 20. 

The sources said the Vincen- 
nes, which mistakenly shot down 
an Iranian civilian jetliner July 3, 
killing all 290 aboard, is now 
expected to remain on duty in the 
region until early September, by 
which time it should be clear 
whether the United Nations- 


spon sored ceasefire would hold. 

One officer, also asking not to 
be identified, said an end to the 
eight-year-old conflict would 
"sharply reduce any need" for 
the navy to send another of its 
most sophisticated and controver- 
sial anti-aircraft defence warships 
to the region. 

The Vincennes bad been ex- 
pected to leave for its home port 
in San Diego, California, in the 
next two weeks, in keeping with a 
policy under which ships serve 
about rhree months on duty with 
the joint task force Middle East. 

The sources said that practice is 
"flexible" and refused to say why 
the Vincennes, which arrived in 
the region May 22, was being 
kept in the area longer than 
usual. 

U.S. Defence Secretary Frank 
C. Carlucci reiterated this week 
that the present force of 27 
warships, including IS in the 
Gulf, would be sharply cut if the 
ceasefire remained in effect for a 
"prudent" period. 

An official report on the July 3 
downing of the Iranair A-300 
Airbus by the Vincennes is ex- 
pected to be released later this 
month. 


Egypt 
hopes for 
return of 
PoWs 
from Iran 


BAHRAIN (R) — Egypt has 
asked the United Nations and 
Iraq to negotiate the release of 
several thousand Egyptians held 
by Iran as prisoners of war, Arab 
diplomats said Friday. 

"This is a vital issue (for Egypt) 
which we always bring up." a 
senior Egyptian official in the 
region told Reuters. 

He said Cairo had officially 
asked Baghdad. U.N. Secretary 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
and the International Committee 
of Red Cross to raise the issue at 
peace talks between" Iraq and; 
Iran. 

The talks on ending the eight- 
year war are due to start in 
Geneva Aug. 25, five days after a 
ceasefire takes effect. 

"The United Nations ceasefire 
Resolution 598 includes a section 
on exchanging prisoners of war 
and these men are prisoners just 
like the Iraqis/' the Egyptian 
official said. 

Egypt says Iran holds a few 
thousand Egyptian prisoners, but 
no official figure is available. 

In Cairo, the semi-official A1 
Abram newspaper quoted an Ira- 
nian official at the United Na- 
tions as saying Tehran had told 
Perez de Cuellar that Tehran was 
willing to facilitate the handover 
of the Egyptians. 

Egypt bas no diplomatic ties 
with Iran, which it has accused of 
financing anti-government ex- 
tremist groups. It has also said 
that Tehran has not responded to 
Cairo's requests for information 
on the Egyptian prisoners. 

About 1.5 million Egyptians 
work in Iraq and- several 
thousand of them volunteered to 
fight on Baghdad’s side in' the war 
against Iran. 

Egyptian Defence Minister 
Abdul Halim Abu Ghazala has 
repeatedly said that all Egyptians 
fighting for Iraq were volunteers 
and some had taken Iraqi 
citizenship. 


Swedish police raid home of 
suspect in Greek ship attack 


STOCKHOLM (Agencies) — 
Swedish security police have 
raided the home of an Arab 
alleged to have planned the dead- 
ly attack last month on a Greek 
cruise ship, the Aftonbladet 
newspaper reported Thursday. 

Police spokesman Ingvar 
Eriksson confirmed the raid and 
said investigators also found four 
Kalashnykov assault rifles among 
a cache of weapons hidden in a 
forest a few kilometres from the 
home of the Arab. 

Police believe the Arab was the 
operations chief of the Abu Nidal 
group, the paper said. Eriksson 
said be was believed to be one of 
nine people killed in the July 11 
assault on the “City of Poros." 

Eriksson identified the man as 
Samir Mohammad Kadar and 
said he was born in Lebanon in 
1948. 

Kadar, who described himself 
as an international businessman, 
lived in a Stockholm suburb since 
3986 under the name of his Fin- 
nish-born wife. The name is bar- 
red from publication under Swed- 
ish press laws, be said. 

Aftonbladet said Kadar was 
the mastermind behind the attack 


on the cruise ship, in which more 
than 80 also were wounded. 
Police raided his apartment re- 
portedly after a flight ticket to 
Scandinavia was found in a Greek 
hotel room. 

Kadar left Stockholm at the 
beginning of June and flew via 
Copenhagen, Denmark to 
Athens, under the name of Hejab 
Abdalla, the paper said. 

Eriksson declined to discuss 
evidence found in the apartment, 
saying police were still investigat- 
ing the seized documents. 

The newspaper said some 
documents linked Kadar to the 
hijacking of a Pan Am airliner to 
Karachi in 19S6 and other opera- 
tions claimed by the Abu Nidal 
organisation. Sixteen people 
were killed In a rescue operation 
by Pakistani authorities. 

Last month a spokesman for 
Abu Nidal 's Fatah Revolutionary 
Council (FRC) denied responsi- 
bility for the attack on the City of 
Poros and added that Kadar had 
died in 1985. 

But the Swedish police spokes- 
man said they suspected Kadar 
had been living in Stockholm 
since 1986, slipping into the coun- 


try at a time when police were 
fully occupied with trying to solve 
the' murder of Prime Minister 
Olof Palme. 

Greek police have issued an 
international appeal for help in 
tracking two other suspects in 
connection with the City of Poros 
attack — Zayed Hussein Ahmad 
Ali, 36, and Reyad Samir A1 
Ahmad, 40, both believed to be- 
long to the Abu Nidal group. 

Aftonbladet quoted police 
sources as saying several Abn 
Nidal members were suspected to 
be living in Sweden. 

Radar's wife was completely 
ignorant of her husband’s double 
life, Aftonbladet quoted the 
sources as saying. 

The newspaper quoted police 
as accusing Kadar of being re- 
sponsible for planning the 1985 
attack on Rome’s international 
airport when gunmen killed 13 

S rople in the terminal building. 

e is also believed to have been 
involved in organising a bomb 
attack on an Italian restaurant 
three months earlier, when 40 
people were injured, Aftonbladet 
quoted police as saying. 

Police declined comment. 



W. Sahara war 
may end soon

RABAT — The war in the Western Sahara between 
Morocco and Algerian-backed Polisario guerrillas 
could be over by Sept. 1 if both sides agree to accept 
the new peace proposals handed them Thursday by 
United Nations Secretary* General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar. 


Iran, Iraq reportedly 
enter deal over Kurds 


DIYARBAKIR. Turkey <R) — 
Iran and Iraq have each agreed to 
halt military support for Kurdish 
rebels fighting the other's govern- 
ment, according to Kurdish 
sources in Turkey. 

Kurdish guerrillas who took 
refuge in Turkey during heavy 
fighting in northern Iraq this 
week said Tehran had cut sup- 
plies or arms and ammunition 
since early this month. 

Iran still offered hospital facili- 
ties and allowed the guerrillas to 
cross the border but only un- 
armed, members of a 15-strong 
group said at the Turkish village 
of Derecik. 

Iraqi Kurdish fighters, led by 
Massoud Barzani, controlled a 
broad swathe of northern Iraq 
during the eight-year war be- 
tween Iran and Iraq. The rebels, 
backed by Iran, tied down large 
numbers of Iraqi troops. 

Other Kurdish sources said 
Iran, which accpeted a U.N. 
peace resolution last month, had 
cut support for Barzani in return 
for Iraq's promise to drop its 
backing for Iranian Kurdish re- 
bels. 

Iraq had also pledged to end 


support for the forces of the 
Iranian Mujahedeen-e-Khalq 
opposition group, the sources 
said. 

They said Barzani’s nephew, 
Nechir Barzani, was seeking ur- 
gent talks with the Turkish au- 
thorities about Kurdish rights of 
passage through Turkey, and re- 
fuge in the country. 

But Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Inal Batu said Turkey had 
not been contacted by either Bar- 
zani or Jalal Talabani, another 
Iraqi Kurdish rebel leader. 

Battles have raged since July 30 
in parts of northern Iraq and 
some 400 Kurds have taken re- 
fuge in Turkey at various times 
since then, Turkish security 
sources said. 

A variety of Kurdish tribes, 
totalling between 10 and 14 mil- 
lion people, occupy a moun- 
tainous area of nearly 300,000 
square kilometres covering parts 
of Iran, Iraq, Syria and Turkey. 

Turkish security forces 
Wednesday killed three guerrillas 
from the banned Kurdish Work- 
ers Party (PKK), a group fighting 
for autonomy for Turkey's eight 
million Kurds. 


The secretary-general asked 
for a response by that date to the 
proposals which involve a cease- 
fire and a referendum to deter- 
mine the future of the former 
Spanish colony. 

The conflict has lasted more 
than 12 years but it has always 
been a small-scale war with few 
independent witnesses, foreign 
military attaches say. 

"It has been more a war of 
words than a shooting war," said 
a veteran Western diplomat. He 
said Polisario attacks were invari- 
ably timed to coincide with poli- 
tical events related to the conflict. 

“It’s been a war we've heard a 
lot about but have never actually 
seen," he added, noting that the 
only independent witnesses have 
been journalists escorted by guer- 
rillas to watch shells being lobbed 
over (he Moroccan lines. 

Polisario war communiques, 
published in Algeria where the 
guerrillas have their main bases, 
add up to over 50,000 casualties 
among Morocco's royal armed 
forces since 1976. 

Polisario has also reported tak- 
ing about 2,000 Moroccan prison- 
ers but no exact count has ever 
been published. 

Hundreds of Polisario com- 
muniques show there were 
apparently more soldiers killed 
than wounded. But one military 
analyst said in "any conventional 
war the ratio is usually five 
wounded for one killed." 

In contrast Moroccan army 
headquarters has issued only a 
few dozen communiques, admit- 


ting to fewer than 5.000 casualties 
and claiming to have knocked out 
as many guerrillas. 

Polisario has never revealed its 
casualties nor given any figures 
for the strength of its "People's 
National Liberation Army” 
which has vowed to wage "a war 
of attrition" to bring Morocco to 
its knees. 

Polisario guerrillas have 
boasted they will liberate the 
Sahara, just as the Algerians de- 
feated France and the Viet- 
namese evicted the United 
States, with the war cry: "All the 
fatherland or martyrdom." 

"The flaw in that is that neither 
France nor the Itaited States had 
any business in those countries, 
whereas we are fighting in our 
own country," a Moroccan field 
officer told Reuters. 

Estimates of Polisario strength 
range from 3,500 to 7,000 men 
equipped with Soviet-made 
tanks, personnel carriers and 
anti-aircraft missiles, plus British 
and Japanese four-wheel drive 
vehicles. 

This small force has pinned 
down about SO, 000 Moroccan 
troops equipped with French and 
American weapons, including 
advanced aircraft, deployed 
along a 1.500-kilometre line’ of 
defences snaking across the de- 
sert close to the Algerian and 
Mauritanian borders. 

The two-metre high ridge of 
sand and rock studded with elec- 
tronic sensors, built in stages 
since 1981, acts as a trip wire to 
give the defenders forewarning of 


guerrilla attacks. 

Before the wall was built, 
Morocco suffered its heaviest loo- 
ses when guerrillas concentrated 
attacks on" isolated outposts and 
wiped out the garrisons. 

The Polisario’s greatest victory 
was to force Mauritania to with- 
draw from the southern part of 
the territory ceded to it by an 
accord signed in Madrid in 
November 1975. 

Twice the guerrillas attacked 
the Mauritanian capital Nouak- 
chott whose small and poorly- 
equipped army was unable io 
police the country's vast desert. 
Mauritania's share of the desert 
was annexed by Rabat. 

Completion of the wail in April 
1987 gave Morocco control of 
more than two-thirds of the dis- 
puted territory, including all the 
towns, phosphate mines and the 
entire Atlantic coast. 

The last major Moroccan- Poll* 
sario battles were in November 
iyS7 just before a United Nations 
mission arrived to find out how a 
referendum could be held ro set- 
tle the area's tuture. 


AP adds: U.N. Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar said 
Thursday he hopes an independ- 
ence referendum can be held for 
the territory this year. 

The U.N. chief urged Morocco 
and the Pohsanu movement to 
respond to his detailed proposal 
by Sept. 1. 

Perez de Cuellar commented 
shortly after presenting his plans 
for a ceasefire and subsequent 
referendum to representatives of 
Morocco and Pohsano, as well as 
to the Organisation of African 
Unity, Algeria and Mauritania. 

Details of the proposals are 
being kept confidential. But 
Perez de Cuellar said the propos- 
als were the result of extensive 
discussions among Lhc parties, so 
“they won't be extremely sur- 
prised" by his suggestions. 


Despite problems, Egypt-Israel peace holds

TEL AVIV — The absence this 

S ;ar of Egypt’s usual National 
ay party in Tel Aviv showed all 
is not well between Israel and its 
only Arab diplomatic partner, 
but both say their peace part is 
solid. 

Egyptian Ambassador Moham- 
mad Bassiouni avoided celebrat- 
ing the July 23 anniversary of the 
1952 overthrow of the monarchy 
to show solidarity with the eight- 
month-old Palestinian uprising 
against Israel’s occupation of the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

In a unique relationship like 
the one established between 
Egypt and Israel in 1979, the 
non-existence of a party draws 
comment. 

“It enhances the position of 
many Israelis who do not believe 
in the peace with Egypt and who 
bold that a lasting peace with an 
Arab country and with the 
Palestinians is not feasible in this 
generation," the Jerusalem Post 
newspaper wrote. 

Many Israelis feel ties are stag- 
nant, that Egypt is a reluctant 
partner and that President Hosni 
Mubarak's government feels 
compelled to balance its ties with 
Israel against more powerful in- 
terests in the Arab and Islamic 
World. 


For Mubarak, having relations 
with Israel causes perpetual prob- 
lems in ties with Arab states and 
sparks protests from Egyptian lef- 
tists and hardline?. Two Israeli 
officials have been shot dead in 
Cairo in the past three years. 

Officials in Cairo say Egypt 
finds it hard to deal with Israel’s 
coalition government on Middle 
East peace because deals struck 
with one partner are blocked by 
the other. 

They prefer Labour Party lead- 
er Shimon Peres, currently fore- 
ign minister, but say he cannot 
make his views prevail in coali- 
tion politics with Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir’s hardline Likud 
bloc. 

Ties are aggravated by a sim- 
mering dispute over the Israeli- 
held Sinai border beach of Taba. 
due to be resolved by arbitration 
Sept. 28 if a compromise is not 
negotiated before then. 

Few incidents are reported 
along the long Sinai desert bor- 
der, but Israel is worried about 
periodic Palestinian guerrilla 
crossings into Israel. Officials say 
there have been six incursions in 
the past year. 

Things could be ‘worse’ 

In recent interviews with Reu- 
ters. two men who know the 
.Egypt-Israel relationship in- 


timately say things are not perfect 
but could be worse. 

In his Tel Aviv embassy, Bas- 
siouni said relations were good, 
and added: "Egyptian-Israeli re- 
lations are like a thermometer." 

“If there is progress in the 
peace process, to achieve com- 
prehensive (Arab-Israeii) peace 
and solve the Palestinian prob- 
lem, the mercury rises. If the 
peace process for the Palestinian 
issue is frozen, relations come 
down." 

News Analysis 

Bassiouni said Egypt's peace 
with Israel was intended as a step 
to a comprehensive Arab-Israeli 
settlement, and achieving this 
would improve the atmosphere 
and strengthen ties. 

Peace efforts, centring on a 
U.S. initiative, are stalled until 
after U.S. and Israeli elections in 
November. 

Moshe Sasson who served seven 
years as Israeli ambassador in 
Cairo, assesses the relationship 
this way: "It's a good, stable 
strategic peace with day-to-day 
problems.” 

He said these included the way 
Israel was portrayed in Egypt’s 
state-owned media, which meant 
that "most people (in Israel) 
.don’t feel that they have peace 


During his 1981-88 Cairo 
assignment, he said, "there was a 
sort of Aswan Dam between me 
and the Egyptian media." 

The Palestinian uprising has 
sparked a wave of sympathy in 

see the emotional impact of 
the intifada on our relations but I 
believe that it will be kept in the 
right parameters," Sasson com- 
mented. 

The envoys agreed ili-feeling 
over the revolt would keep down 
tourism in both directions.

Bassiouni says Egyptians don’t 
go to Israel because it is more 
expensive, they have plenty of 
tourist sites at home and, this 
year, because of the Palestinian 
uprising. 

In addition, Egyptian Coptic 
Christians are banned by their 
church from going to Israel be- 
cause of a dispute over the deir 
.A I Sultan monastery in occupied 


Jerusalem, controlled by the 
Ethiopian church since 1970 but 
claimed by the Egyptians. 

Bassiouni said the Egyptian 
government placed no curbs c*n 
Egyptians visiting Israel. But Sas- 
son said that, in practice, "admi- 
nistrative restrictions" discour- 
aged Egyptians from coming to 
Israel." * 

Despite such problems, there 
are strong links. 

Israel gets over half its oil front 
Egypt — two million tonnes a 
year bought direct under the 
terms of the peace treaty, and 
another two million tonnes 
purchased on the spot market. 

Israeli experts are helping 
Egypt on desert reclamation and 
solar energy projects. 

The two countries are encour- 
aged to stay at peace by U.S. 
economic and military aid totall- 
ing S5.3 billion a year — S3 
billion to Israel and S2.3 billion to 
Egypt. 

Mubarak often cites Israel's 
1982 remm of Sinai under the 
1979 treaty as an example of the 
benefits of peace. 

Sasson believes this year's res- 
toration of relations with Egypt 
by most Arab states does not 
mean Cairo will drop Israel. 

Rather, because it was linked 
with both Israel and the Arabs, 
Egypt could play a greater long- 
.term role for peace, he said.

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Tunisia plans for major 
currency liberalisation 


TUNIS (R) — Tunisia plans to scrap foreign 
exchange controls and turn the dinar into a fully- 
convertible currency by the mid-1990s, central bank 
governor Ismail Khelil has said. 


Khelil, in on interview with 
Reuters, spelled out plans for the 
second stage of a far-reaching 
reform programme which will 
leave Tunisia with one of the 
most liberal economies in the 
Arab World. 

“We are really in the process of 
changing, the whole money mar- 
ket right- now and we intend to 
create ’a foreign exchange mar- 
ket. This is our next step.” he 
said. 

Khelil said the government of 
President Zioe A1 Abidine Ibn 
Ali aimed to liberalise the eco- 
nomy by 1991 and would then 
focus on the currency. 

A number of steps have been 
taken to prepare domestic banks 
for the challenge, he said. 

Under recent reforms many 
Tunisians can now hold hard cur- 
rency accounts, there have been 
changes in domestic interest rates 
to increase inter-bank competi- 
tion, and the centra! bank has 
been overhauled and given more 
independence. 

“we want banks to be familiar 
dealing with foreign exchange. 
We are creating little by little a 
foreign exchange market within 
the country. This is a step be- 
cause our aim is to make the 


dinar a convertible currency,’' he 
said. 

Setting out a step-by-step 
approach to reform, Khelil has 
maintained the abolition of cur- 
rency restrictions was essential to 
attract foreign investors. 

“It is my conviction that this 
(restrictions) has been one of the 
more serious handicaps for 
attracting capital." he said. 

“On the psychological level 
when you say to an investor this is 
a free country and you can bring 
in whatever you want and then 
take it out again, it really makes a 
big difference.” he noted. 

But he cautioned it was impor- 
tant to liberalise the economy, 
including the privatisation of at 
least 100 large state enterprises, 
before focusing on the currency 
reforms. 

“The government has started 
privatisation, the pricing policy 
will have been liberalised, im- 
ports will have been mostly liber- 
alised ... after all that, then the 
liberalisation of the currency will 
be that much easier,” he said. 

Khelil said the new measures 
would form the centre-piece of a 
new five-year plan starting in 
1992, adding: 

“W'e use the cunent plan to 


restructure the economy, to im- 
prove efficiency and to liberalise 
and after that we start dealing 
with the currency.” 

Khelil had no doubts Tunisia's 
economy which grew by 5.8 per 
cent in 1987 — well ahead of 
predictions and the highest 
growth in North Africa — would 
be strong enougb to meet the 
challenge of overseas competi- 
tion. 


“From the first results, we be- 
lieve we are really on the good 
path.” he said. 

He said the country's foreign 
reserves, which stood at S565 
million on Aug. 1, were at the 
highest level for some 30 years as 
a result of increases in exports, 
tourism receipts and remittances 
from workers abroad. 

More significantly, he said in- 
vestment in export-oriented in- 
dustry had shown a big increase. 
Businessmen were now confident 
after the uncertainty that marked 
the final years in power of former 
president Habib Bourguiba. 

“There is a very good political 
and economic climate and the 
business climate is very pleased to 
see that situation,” Khelil said. 

Khelil said Tunisia, which 
turned to the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and World 
Bank in 1986 after dwindling oil 
reserves left it with a severe cash 
shortage, had met all IMF targets 
and there were no plans for any 
more loans. 



. banks raise 
prime lending rate to 10% 


NEW YORK (AP) — The hike 
in the prime lending rate charged 
by major U.S. banks resulted 
from a drive to fight inflation, but 
poses potential problems for 
Third World nations with massive 
foreign debts. 

The banks boosted their base 
lending rates by a half-percentage 
point to 10 per cent Thursday — a 
more than three-year high — in 
reaction to the Federal Reserve's 
(Fed’s) effort to push all interest 
rates higher to curb inflation. 

The prime rate increase, the 
second in a month, puts the key 
lending rate in double digits for 
the first time since June 1985. 

The prime rate increase is ex- 
pected to have an unwelcome 
effect eventually on the heavily 
indebted countries of the Third 
World, which collectively owe 
more than $1 trillion to foreign 
creditors. 

The interest on many of these 
loans is tied to the U.S. prime 
rate or to similar rates in other 
industrial countries such as 


Japan, Birtain and Germany. 

Roberto Tosso, financial repre- 
sentative of the Central Bank of 
Chile in New York, said in a 
telephone interview that the im- 
pact would not be immediate on 
the borrowing countries. 

Most of them have their in- 
terest rates fixed for six months in 
advance. Tosso said. 

Chile, which owes S10.5 billion 
to foreign banks, “had its interest 
rates fixed early this year for 12 
months ahead, into the first quar- 
ter of 1989,” he said, “and they 
are tied to the London LIBOR 
rate, which will eventually be 
affected by the rise in the U.S. 
prime rate if the hike remains in 
force for some months.” 

Economists had expected the 
latest boost after the Fed signal- 
led its desire to tighten credit 
Tuesday by raising its discount 
rate to 6.5 per cent from six per 
cent, citing inflationary press- 
ures. The discount rate is the 
interest the Fed charges on loans 
to member banks. 


Economists said the subse- 
quent boost in the prime reflected 
the rising of borrowing costs 
faced by the banks. Rates banks 
pay on products such as certifi- 
cates of deposits or money mar- 
ket accounts have been forced 
up, although not at the same pace 
as bank loans. 

Economists say that in the Un- 
ited States the nse in the prime 
will affect small- to medium-sized 
businesses and consumers more 
so than large corporations, which 
borrow more cheaply in the open 
market. 

Because the prime is used to 
calculate a wide range of fixed- 
and adjustable-rate loans, the in- 
crease is likely to pinch the pock- 
et books of American consumers 
who already have seen borrowing 
costs rise in recent months. 

“It will slow the economy, but 
it won’t stop it in its tracks,” said 
Robert Brusca, chief financial 
economist for the investment firm 
Nikko Securities Co. Internation- 
al. “That’s a healthy thing right 
now.” 


Customs 

revenue 

increases 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The customs 
authorities in Jordan collected JD 
82,873,588 in duty on imported 
products in the first half of 1988* 
registering JD 5 million increase 
over the same period of 1987, 
according to A1 Ra’i Arabic 
newspaper. 

The paper said that the Cus- 
toms Department considered this 
increase as an indication of a new 
upsurge in the country's econo- 
mic activity. 


Government 
to issue new 
policies on 
investments 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The govern- 
ment will shortly announce a set 
of resolutions and decisions de- 
signed to ensure better invest- 
ment facilities and to offer more 
incentives for investors in econo- 
mic, tourism, agricultural and in- 
dustrial sectors. Industry and 
Trade Minister Hamdi Tabbaa 
announced Thursday. 

He said that at the same time, 
the government will do its best to 
find new markets for national 
products especially through 
agreements concluded with other 
Arab countries. 


The end of the Gulf war will no 
doubt open for Jordan the oppor- 
tunity of selling products to the 
Iraqi market and therefore con- 
certed efforts on the pan of all 
sectors is now required if this 
process is to achieve success, the 
minister said at a reception held 
at the Amman Chamber of In- 
dustry. 


The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade will remain committed to 
all declared measures intended to 
simplify routine and cut down on 
formalities in trade deals, and will 
examine existing laws and regula- 
tions and previous instructions 
with a view to updating them 
whenever this is beneficial for the 
national interest, Tabbaa noted. 

Tabbaa, who is former presi- 
dent of the Federation of Jorda- 
nian Chambers of Commerce 
(FJCC) said that the federation 
will continue to contribute to- 
wards stimulating the national 
economy and the development 
process. 

Addressing the meeting also 
was FJCC President Mohammad 
Asfour who urged the public and 
private sectors to cooperate for 
the development of the national 
economy.

dropped to £633 million ($1 .07 
billion) from £656 million ($1.11 
billion). This was sharply lower 
than industry analysts had fore- 
cast. 

British Petroleum Pic. (B.P.). 
reported second quarter historic 
cost net profits of £357 million 
($606 million) against £317 mil- 
lion ($538 million) in the same 
period last year. 

But half year profits fell to £620 
million (SI. 05 billion) against 
£775 million ($1.31 billion) in the 
first half of 1987. 

Shell said the outlook for oil 
and gas prices for the rest of 1988 
remained volatile and dependent 
on events in the Gulf. 

The new results put Shell’s 
half-year historic cost net income 
at £1.46 billion ($2.48 billion) 
against £1.35 billion ($2.29 bil- 
lion) in the same period of last 
year. 

The markets had expected 


second quarter results of between 
£650 and £850 million ($1.1 and 
$1.44 billion. 

Oil and gas exploration and 
production earnings were particu- 
larly hard hit by the drop in crude 
prices and lower gas sales. These 
earnings were virtually halved in 
the second quarter to £194 mil- 
lion ($329 million) from £385 
million ($654 million) in second 
quarter 1987. 


Sterling's strength against the 
dollar also adversely affected re- 
sults, the company said. 


But these shortfalls were bol- 
stered by improved profits from 
refining, marketing and chemic- 
als sectors. Shell said. 


Earnings on a basis of current

Indian pilots flock to 
Join foreign airlines 


BOMBAY (R) — More than a 
quarter of the pilots working for 
Lidia’s Bag carriers, Air Lidia 
and Indian Airlines, have applied 
for better-paid jobs with three 
foreign airlines, the Indian pilots' 
guild said Thursday. 


“Given a chance, everyone 
would like to quit.” said guild 
vice-president Shankar Roy in an 
interview. 

Out of 1.300 pilots employed 
by the two Indian airlines, 350 
have applied for advertised jobs 
with Gulf Air, Singapore Airlines 
and Emirates Airlines, he said. 

Roy said there was a big shor- 
tage of senior pilots and <juJf Air, 
for instance, was offering up to 
95,000 rapees ($6,800) a month 
to pilots. 

That compares with the 6,000 
rupees ($430) a month, after 
taxes but before special allo- 
wances. of Air India pilots, Roy 


said. 

A spokesman for Indian Air- 
lines, the country’s main domes- 
tic carrier, said in New Delhi that 
be knew some pilots had applied 
for jobs elsewhere but could not 
confirm the number. 

There was no real concern ab- 
out the applications and flights 
would not be affected even if 
some of the pilots found jobs with 
other airlines. 

Roy said his guild had informa- 
tion that the Indian government 
had asked the Singapore author- 
ities uot to consider Indian pilots 
for any jobs. 

“It is very unethical," be said. 

The Indian Airlines spokesman 
said he was not aware of any such 
government request. 

Roy said the three foreign air- 
lines had advertised jobs during 
the past year. Gulf Air needed 
150 pilots and Singapore Airlines 
more than 200. 


Gulf International Bank 
announces profit increase 


MANAMA. Bahrain (AP) — 
Gulf International Bank (GIB) 
wholly and equally owned by 
seven Gulf governments, 
announced Thursday that it 
achieved an after-tax profit of 
$25.4 million for the first six 
months of this year. 

GIB, an international mer- 
chant and commercial bank, said 
in a press statement the profit 
presented an increase of 14.3 per 
cent over the unaudited interim 
results for the comparable 1987 
period. 

Abdullah Saif, chairman of the 
bank's board of directors said 
that the half-year results reflect 
an improvement in earnings 
“through sustained penetration 
of trade finance markets and a 
strong performance from treasury 
operations.” 

After a deduction for loan loss 
provisions, interest and fees on 
loans amounted to $179.5 mil- 
lion. an 11.8 per cent increase on 
the prior period, while net in- 
terest, fees, and other operating 
income rose by 7.5 per cent to 
$52.6 million, the statement said. 

Strict budgetary controls con- 
tributed to a reduction in total 
expenses of just over one per cent 


compared to the previous period, 
it said. 

The statement was issued after 
the results were reviewed by the 
bank’s board of directors meeting 
at the GIB headquarters in this 
Gulf island state. 

GIB has branches in London, 
New York and Singapore, with 
representative offices in Tokyo 
and Frankfurt. It was established 
in 1975 with authorised capital of 
$265 million by the governments 
of Bahrain, Iraq, Kuwait, Qatar, 
Saudi Arabia. Oman and the 
United Arab Emirates. 

Until June 30 this year, the 
total assets were $8.8 billion and 
shareholders’ equity amounted 
to $594 million. 

The bank’s capital resources 
will be strengthened further by a 
capital increase of $111.4 million 
to be issued, subscribed and paid- 
in before the end of the year, the 
statement added. 

GIB is the secod largest 
offshore banking unit in Bahrain, 
the central Gulf state that de- 
veloped into a major offshore 
banking centre in the oil price 
heyday of the mid-1970s. The 
Gulf region sits on about a third 
of the world’s proven oil reserves.

Chelsea appeal against fine dismissed 

P elsea J°^ th ? ir a PP eal Frida y against a 
j>/o,wu (.1X30,000) fine — the heaviest penalty ever levied on a 
dub by the English Football Association (F.A.). The fine was 
imposed by the F.A. disciplinary commission following crowd 
trouble at the London dub’s ground last May when Chelsea lost a 
play-off match against Middlesbrough and as a result were 
relegated from the first division. The F.A. board of appeal also 
dismissed the dub’s appeal against an order to close the standing 
areas at their Stamford Bridge ground for the first six games of the 
new season. During those six games access to the seated areas will 
be by ticket only — but none will be on sale on match days. No 
tickets will be available to visiting clubs. The disciplinary 
commission had found Chelsea guilty of failing to take adequate 
precautions to control fans at the match at whicb ICG people were 
arrested and 25 policemen injured. A brief F.A. statement on 
Friday said: “We have dismissed Chelsea’s appeal and the 
findings of the original inquiry will stand.” 

Glasgow giants aim to dominate season 

LONDON (R) — Glasgow’s two big spenders. Celtic and 
Rangere,^ will resume their battle for supremacy when one of 
Scotland’s most competitive seasons for more than 10 years gets 
under way at the weekend. The arch-rivals have kept the Scottish 
League title firmly in Glaswegian hands for the Last three seasons. 
With the country’s top crowds and main spending power, they are 
the key contenders as Scottish soccer continues a boom period 
with attendances on the increase and more foreign players 
attracted to a new-look 10-team Premier League. Scottish crowds 
rose by 15 per cent last season to 4.6 million for league and league 
cup matches. A further 611,000 watched Scottish cup ties and 
241,000 attended European ties. As more and more English 
players take the winding road north to satisfy their craving for 
European competition, the premier division looks at its most 
competitive since it was created when the league was restructured 
13 years ago. 

Aouita set to run 800 metres at Budapest 

BUDAPEST (R) — Moroccan Said Aouita, who startled the 
athletics world this year when he announced plans to run both the 
800 and 1,500 metres at the Seoul Olympics, is set to run the 800 
at Friday’s Budapest Grand Prix. Organisers said Aouita's Italian 
manager, Enrico Dionisi, had promised the Moroccan would run 
on Friday.

So 
West bared his ace of clubs and kept 
a diamond guard. That enabled de- 
clarer to throw West in with a club 
io force a diamond return from the 
queen into the king-jack tenace.

Sjoberg pulls out of national meet 

STOCKHOLM (R) — World high jump champion and record 
holder Patrik Sjoberg has pulled out of the Swedish National 
Athletics Championships Saturday because of a nagging foot 
injury, his trainer said Friday. Viljo Nousiainen dismissed 
rumours that Sjoberg, who set the world mark of 2.42 metres here 
in June last year, was pulling out of the championships at 
Eskilstuna because he was tired of intense media interest in his 
injury and his appearance money. "Patrik still feels the Injury in 
his foot and that is the reason he is not coining. That is the one 
and only reason," said Nousiainen, who is also Sjoberg’s 
stepfather. Despite the injury, Sjoberg came second behind 
James Lotr of the United States with a jump of 2.25 during a 
high -altitude meeting at the Italian alpine resort of Sestriere 
Thursday. Sjoberg, already assured of a place on Sweden’s 
Olympic team and representing his country’s best chance of a gold 
medal in Seoul, told reporters at a news conference this week that 
he was fed up with media reports of his foot injury and 
speculation over how much he earns through jumping. He 
confirmed then that bis training was still on course for peak fitness 
at Seoul. 

New Jersey declares Starling defeat void 

NEW YORK (R) — Sports officials Thursday declared void a 
July welterweight title fight between Marlon Starling of the 
United States and Colombian Tomas Molinares because of a late 
punch. Larry Hazzard. the commissioner of New Jersey’s Athletic 
Control Board, siad videotapes showed that the punch that 
knocked out champion Starling in the sixth round was thrown 
after the bell. Hazzard said it was up to the World Boxing 
Association (WBA) to decide whether to reinstate Starling as 
champion pending a rematch. The commissioner said, however, 
that he found no fault with referee Joe Cortez, who ruled that the 
overhand right had been launched when the bell sounded in the 
July 29 bout. “He was in charge of the bout and made a ruling 
based upon his observation and judgment,” Hazzard said. 

Kiwis acquire catamaran for training 

SAN DIEGO (R) — The New Zealand America’s Cup challenge 
have acquired a catamaran for use in training against their 
40-metre mono hulled yacht in preparation for the best-of-three 
race series set to begin on Sept. 7. The 10-metre formula 500 — 
about half the size of Stars and Stripes 18-metre boat — will be 
sailed by three or four Kiwi crewmen along with a couple of 
American multihull sailors, said New Zealand spokesman 
Graeme Colman. Caiman said training races against the New 
Trialhorse should begin by this weekend. 

Tyson to fight Bruno again 

LONDON (AP) — The on-off boxing clash between world 
heavyweight champion Mike Tyson and Britain's Frank Bruno is 
back on again, a co-owner of Wembley stadium said Thursday. 
Jarvis Astair, the deputy chairman of Wembley stadium — 
Britain's foremost sporting venue and the proposed location of 
the fight — said the contest would now take place on Saturday, 
Oct. S. The fight had originally been scheduled to take place 
inside the famous soccer stadium on Sept. 3 but was cancelled 
after Tyson found himself locked into a legal wrangle with his 
estranged manager. The 26-yearjcad British fighter has been the 
World Boxing Council’s (WBC) No. 1 challenger since last 
October and die World Boxing Association (WBA) made him a 
leading contender earlier this year. 

E. Germany sends low-level teams only 

EAST BERLIN (R) — East Germany is sending only small 
athletics teams to two remaining Grand Prix meetings and will 
stay away from at least one other and probably the final in West 
Berlin, sports sources said Thursday. Die East German Athletics 
Federation said four men and two women would compete Friday 
in Budapest and two runners in Brussels on Aug. 19. No athletes 
would go to Zurich. According to the sources, East Germany is 
unlikely to participate in Cologne and at the Grand Prix final on 
Aug. 26 because top athletes are too busy preparing for the 
Olympics. Even javelin world record holder Petra Felke, who 
heads the Grand Prix points table for her discipline, would almost 
certainly miss the West Berlin event, they said. They said those 
appearing at the remaining Grand Prix meetings were nor in the 
Olympic team. Among them is Sylvia Madetzky, one of several 
top women discus throwers.

Laudrup 
asked to 
make way 
for third 
foreigner 

ALESSANDRIA, Italy (R) — 
Italian first division dub Juventus 
have told Danish international 
Michael Laudrup to pack his bags 
and make way for another foreign 
player — possibly Dynamo Kiev's 
Alexander Zavarov. 

The World Cup striker said 
Juventus offidals bad told him he 
was “the one to be sacrificed” in 
a shake-up of their foreign play- 
ers next season. 

Laudrup's replacement will 
join Welsh international Ian 
Rush, who has been retained by 
the club, and the recently-signed 
Portuguese midfielder Rui B arras 
as Juventus’s permitted trio of 
foreign players. 

Laudrup pulled out of Juven- 
tus’s pre-season friendly against 
third division Alessandria on 
Wednesday after hearing he 
would not be needed by the club 
during the coming season. 

The Danish striker, who joined 
the Turin team in 1985, told 
journalists by telephone later he 
thought he would be staying for 
the new season up until two days 
ago. 

| “General manager Pietro 
| Giuliano called me on Tuesday 
evening and told me he was sorry 
to inform me that Juventus had* 
decided to change its foreign line- 
up and I was the one to be 
sacrificed. 

“I must say I didn’t expect this. 
My only regret is that Juventus 
could have acted more clearly in 
this affair ... I had been told I was 
staying," Laudrup said. 

Juventus declined to name the 
new foreigner they hoped to sign 
but the dub has been conducting 
lengthy negotiations with Soviet 
soccer authorities over Dynamo 
Kiev playmaker Zavarov, a mem- 
ber of the team that reached the 
European Championship final. 


Fenech 
retains 
WBC title 

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 
— Jeff Fenech of Australia 
knocked down Tyrone Downes 
four times and stopped him in the 
fifth round Friday night to retain 
his World Boxing Council (WBC) 
featherweight title at the national 
tennis centre. 

Unbeaten Fenech, 24, decked 
Downes twice in the fifth with 
body shots and American referee 
Steve Crosson stopped the con- 
test 1 minute and seven seconds 
into the round. 

• Fenech was cut over the left 
eye in the first round, which 
. Downes dominated with his left 
jab. 

Downes, 30, a native of Barba- 
dos now fighting out of Trindad, 
also hit the canvas twice in the 
fourth round as Fenech took con- 
trol with his mauling, brawling 
style. 

Fenech scored repeatedly with 
rights to the head and lefts to the 
body.

Lendl storms into Canadian 
Open tennis quarterfinals 


TORONTO (R) — Ivan Lendl got a speeding ticket 
on his way to the tournament and then hurried 
through his match against American Jay Berger at 
the Canadian Open Tennis Championships 
Thursday. 


The top-seeded Lendl took a 
little time getting into gear but 
then he raced to a 6-3, 6-0 win 
that put him into quarterfinals. 

Lendl was joined in the quar- 
ters by Americans Jimmy Con- 
nors, John McEnroe, Kevin Cur- 
ren and Tim Mayotte and the 
Australian trio of Pat Cash, Mark 
Woodforde and John Frawley. 

The top-ranked Czechoslova- 
kian lost nine of the first 10 points 
in the battle of baseliners before 
overpowering Berger. 

“I had some trouble getting my 
timing down in the first set, but in 
the second I felt the balls carried 
better and I was hitting closer to 
the line,” said Lendl, who lost 
only seven points in the second 
set. 

Lendl had a little timing trou- 
ble getting to the tournament as 
he was hit with a speeding ticket 
for driving about 30 kph over the 
limit. 

Lendl, wbo was travelling 79 
kph in a SO-kph zone, was fined 
48.75 Canadian dollars (about 
S40). 

“I never go 50," said Lendl, wbo 
gave the ticket to tournament 
director John Beddington. 

John McEnroe, the eighth 
seed, beat fellow- American Der- 
rick Rostagno 6-3, 6-2 but not 
before lashing out twice at offi- 
cials. 

“Once the officials make a 
mistake, it always pays to make 
your point,” said McEnroe. "But 
when I went and got a towel I got 
a warning. That threw me off." 

Frawley and Woodforde scored 


upset victories to join fifth- 
seeded compatriot Cash in the 
quarters. 

Frawley eliminated seventh 
seed Andres Gomez of Ecuador 
6-1, 1-6, 7-5. Gomez drew a point 
penalty late in the match when be 
smashed his racket in half after 
disputing a call. 

That helped Frawley hold serve 
to go up 5-4. Gomez then double 
faulted twice and hit a ball wide 
to give Frawley the break for the 
match. 

Woodforde. who ousted num- 
ber two seed Stefan Edberg 
Wednesday, eliminated another 
Swede. 15th seed Peter Lund- 
gren. 6-3, 6-0. Cash, the 19S7 
Wimbledon champion, beat 
American Sammy Giammalva 6- 
2 . 6 - 2 . 

Fourth-seeded Jimmy Con- 
nors, at 35, the elder statesman 
on the circuit, beat Swiss 13th 
seed Jakob Hlasek, 6-1, 6-4. 

Hlasek led 4-3 in the second set 
with Connors down two break 
points when rain forced them off 
court for an hour. When play 
resumed, Connors fired an ace 
and a backhand winner to hold 
serve. He then broke Hlasek be- 
fore serving out the match. 

“At my age. I just try to do 
whatever it takes to gel the match 
over with. What am I? A freak 
show now at 36 (on his next 
birthday on Sept. 2). I think 
people appreciate that I’m still 
playing tennis.” 

Evert, Sabatini 
advance easily 


In Los Angeles, top-seeded 
Chris Even and third seed Gab- 
riela Sabatini coasted into the 
quarterfinals in straight sets, 
while 15-year-old Amy Frazier 
continued’her upset streak at the 
Los Angeles Women's tourna- 
ment Thursday. 

Frazier, an amateur, upended 
fellow-American Gretchen Ma- 
gers, the 12th seed. 6-1, 7-5 to 
advance to the quarterfinals 
against fifth-seeded compatriot 
-Zina Garrison. Frazier elimin- 
ated second-seeded Pam Shriver 
in the second round. 

Evert routed 13th-seeded Halle 
Cioffi of the U.S. 6-2, 6-0, while 
Sabatini used accurate passing 
shots to foil the net play of 
Britain’s Sara Gomer on her way 
to a 6-2, 6-4 victory. 

Evert, third in the world, repe- 
atedly forced errors from the 
19-year-old Cioffi with her steady 
groundstrokes in the first set and 
allowed the teenager just four 
points in the entire second set. 

Playing in her first tournament 
since Wimbledon and since her 
July 30 wedding to Andy Mill, 
Evert said thuf she still trains 
hard and has goals she has not 
attained. 

“Today. I played about as well 
as I could have expected.” Even 
said. “I am still practising an hour 
a day and doing aerobic exer- 
cises. 1 also still have goals to 
achieve that 1 don’t want to share 
with a million people.” 

Sabatini. fifth in the world, 
raced to a 3-0 lead against Gomer 
and never trailed in the match. 

Gomer managed to level the 
second set at 4-4, but Sabatini 
held her serve in the ninth game 
and broke Gomer at love 'with 
three backhand returns in the 
final game. 


Leverkusen meets Bremen today

UEFA Cup holders Bayer Lever- 
kusen meet league champions 
Werder Bremen away on Satur- 
day in a match that could trans- 
form the early-season picture at 
the top of West German soccer's 
first division.

Already Michels has instilled a 
noticeably more open style of 
play into the previously dour 
side. But the Dutch “general" is 
dear that there is still a lot more 
work to do before his squad 
ripens fully. 

"Everything is possible in foot- 
ball, but in prindple the team is 
not ready for a showdown," 
Michels said, noting that Bremen 
were “a homogeneous squad 
which has grown up over several 
years.” 

Bremen and Leverkusen are 
among six of the Bundesliga’s 18 
teams with three points from two 

S so far, and the winners of 
ay’s match should go top of 


the first division. 

Leaders VFB Stuttgart — the 
only team still with a 100 percent 
record — would have played 
second-placed Bayern Munich. 
But the match was postponed as 
Bayern are competing in a four- 
team tournament in London on 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Cologne and Bochum, two 
more teams on three points, also 
have no match. But the two sides 
still without a point — Eintracht 
Frankfurt and Hanover — seek to 
remedy that against the two 
Hamburg teams, Frankfurt 
travelling to St. Pauli and Hanov- 
er taking on Hamburg. 


Kingdom steals limelight 
from Johnson and Lewis 


SESTRIERE, Italy (AP) — 
Potential Olympic gold medallists 
showed an impressive form at 
Europe's highest track and field 
meet Thursday, clocking some of 
the best performances of the 
year. 

The 2,050-metre (6,725-foot) 
altitude of this Italian alpine re- 
sort and winds close to the 
allowed limit of 2 metres per 
second failed to produce world 
records but undoubtedly gave an 
extra kick to the sprinters, who 
achieved the best results. 

Roger Kingdom stole the lime- 
light from Ben Johnson and Carl 
Lewis, dueling in separate races 
here, by becoming the second 
man to run the 110-metre hurdles 


below 13 seconds. 

The 25-year-old American, the 
defending Olympic champion, 
clocked an impressive 12.97, 
only four hundredths of a second 
off the 19S1 world mark of fellow- 
American Renaldo Nehemiah. 

On his trails, Colin Jackson of 
Britain set a new European re- 
cord of 13.11 seconds. 

Lewis, who bids for four gold 
medals in Seoul to equal his 19S4 
record in Los Angeles, ran the 
fastest 200 metres this year in 
19.82 seconds although going 
slightly off line on the bend. 

The American sprinter said he 
felt that his form was approaching 
the peak “and this makes me 
confident for Seoul.” 
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Sein Lwin quits amid revolt 


BANGKOK (Agencies) — Burmese leader Sein 
Lwin has resigned as chairman of the Socialist ruling 
party and state president after five straight days of 
nationwide violent demonstrations de m a n d in g his 
removal^ the state radio said Friday. 


No successor was named for 
Sein Lwin. but the radio said a 
special meeting of both the cen- 
tral committee of the Burma 
Socialist Programme Party 
(BSPP) and the People's Assem- 
bly has been called. 

The broadcast said the 92nd 
meeting of the party’s central 
committee accepted Sein Lwin's 
resignation as the party chair- 
man, by far the most powerful 
political position in the country. 
It said the council of state 
accepted his resignation as presi- 
dent of the republic and from 
membership of the People's 
Assembly. 

The broadcast gave no reason 
for the resignation. 

The 64-year old former briga- 
dier took over chairmanship of 


the BSPP from veteran leader Ne 
Win July 26. 

Official reports say 98 people 
have died since Sunday but diplo- 
mats in Rangoon estimate that 
between 500 to 1.500 may have 
been killed in the bloody riots 
that swept Rangoon and all major 
towns in the country of 38 million 
people. 

Of the death toll a diplomat 
said: “There were perhaps 300 
killed in Rangoon and 300 in 

Mandalay and nearby Sagaing.” 

Official reports from Sagaing 
Thursday said 31 people were 
killed when a crowd of 5,000 
people attacked a police station 
and police opened fire. 

The latest killin gs reported by 
Rangoon radio were at Sittwe 
Port, the second biggest city in 


Paper shortage puts 
wrinkle in glasnost 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviets are 
caught in a paper chase brought 
on by Mikhail S. Gorbachev's 
policy of openness. They can't get 
their fill of glasnost-inspired writ- 
ing for the same reason they can't 
get enough toilet paper: a paper 
shortage. 

In a country where people read 
voraciously, die problem is more 
than just another wrinkle in daily 
life. 

It means some people could 
miss vigorous debates in the 
state-run press about the coun- 
try's history and about Gor- 
bachev's wide-ranging social and 
economic reforms. 

Thousands have left post 
offices empty-handed after trying 
to apply for their favourite news- 
paper and magazine subscrip- 
tions, and newspapers have been 
deluged with letters of protest. 

“It’s understandable that we 
constantly have a paper deficit, 
but in our time of revolutionary 
renewal, the thoughts and feel- 
ings by which the country is living 
is concentrated in the newspapers 
and magazines. The ref ore, it 
wouldn't be awful to sacrifice the 
circulation of other publications. 
Society would be generously re- 
paid,” Muscovite N. Shulgin 
wrote in a letter published Aug. 6 
in the cultural daily Sovietskaya 
Kultura. 

Since Gorbachev came to pow- 


er in March 1985 and eocouraged 
more open discussion of the 
country's problems and history, 
citizens have been snapping up 
periodicals like Ogonyok and 
Moscow News that are at the 
forefront of the new openness, or 
glasnost. 

Such periodicals quickly sell 
out at newsstands, and subscrip- 
tions are hard to come by. 

Last year, Soviets rejoiced 
when it was announced that ap- 
plications for 1989 subscriptions 
for the state-run press would be 
accepted throughout 1988. In 
previous years, orders were taken 
only after Aug. I. 

But the jubilation was prema- 
ture. 

When Jan. 1 rolled around. 
Soviets were told they could sign 
up only for newspapers and had 
to wait until August for magazine 
subscriptions. In July, the Minis- 
try of Communications issued 
directive number 315, which in 
effect, limited the number of 1989 
subscriptions to their 1988 level. 

Further restrictions apply to 41 
publications, including such 
popular sellers as Ogonyok, 
Soviet sport and Literatumaya 
Gazeta. 

There's no limit on the more 
conventional — some Soviets 
would say boring — publications 
like Communist, Party Life and 
Political Education.

Bush: U.S. should pay U.N. dues 


WASHINGTON (R) — Vice President George Bush said 
Thursday that be believed the United States should pay any 
money it owes to the United Nations. “The United States, if it has 
a commitment, ought to keep its word,” Bush told reporters in 
response to a question. The United States is withholding $44 
million from its current assessment. The money is being held 
under provisions of a 1985 law that requires that 40 per cent of the 
annual U.S. assessment be withheld unless President Reagan 
certifies that reforms are being made in the U.N. budget process 
and other operations. 


6 leaders seek Chilean guarantee 


QUITO. Ecuador (AP) — Six Latin American presidents 
appealed Thursday for guarantees that Chilean voters will be able 
to express their will in an upcoming referendum on the presiden- 
cy. The leaders, gathered here for the inauguration of Ecuador’s 
new Socialist President, Rodrigo Borja. said in a brief communi- 
que that the Chilean vote, scheduled for next October, “is of 
particular interest" for the entire Latin American region. Signing 
the statement were the presidents of Argentina, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Uruguay. Venezuela, and Ecuador. 


Earthquake hits Tokyo 


TOKYO ( AP) — Office workers scrambled under desks as a strog 
earthquake struck Tokyo and surrounding areas Friday, shaking 
buildings and halting trains and elevators in many parts of the 
city. There were no immediate reports of serious damage or 
injuries, police said. The 2:15 p.m. (0515 GMT) earthquake 
registered a preliminary 5.3 on the Richter Scale, central 
meteorological agency officials said. An earthquake measuring 
five on the scale is considered “very strong. "All three of the 
region's high-speed Shinkansen “bullet' 1 train lines and many 
commuter rail lines were halted temporarily to allow workers to 
examine track beds for damage, officials said. Car traffic was 
largely unaffected by the quake. 


Angolan jet shot Masire’s plane 


GABORONE (AP) — An Angolan jet mistook President Quett 
Masire’s executive plane for enemy aircraft and shot it down as he 
flew to a summit in the Angolan capital, the president's office said 
Wednesday. Masire suffered lacerations to his back and another 


member of his party was injured when the plane was hit Sunday as 
it flew over Angola. The pilot managed to land the plane and 
Masire was treated at a hospital in Luanda. Other leaders of the 
front-line states held their summit to discuss proposals for an end 
to the Angolan war and independence for South-West Africa, 
also known as Namibia. 


Seoul concerned over blood shortage 


SEOUL (R) — South Korea's blood banks are being topped up as 
a precaution against a terrorist attack at the Seoul Olympic 
Games, health officials said Friday. The officials told reporters 
they were worried that with 250.0CK) foreign visitors at the games 
there might be a shortage of rare types of blood if a bomb blast 
caused mass casualties. The Korean National Red Cross has 
finalised a list of 3,000 nationals with RH negative blood — a 
characteristic of less than three per cent of Koreans, but up to 15 
per cent of Westerners.

This would be the first sign that 
the guerrillas were preparing to 
exploit the unrest, tutting back 
after retreating before army cam- 
paigns in recent years. 

The radio denied reports based 
on accounts by Thai officials that 
the southernmost town of Kow- 
song had been taken over by 
demonstrators. 

“There were some disturb- 


ances in Kowsong yesterday 
(Thursday) but the town remains 
calm due to systematic control by 
the authorities concerned," the 
radio said. 


Thai officials at Ranong. a 20- 
minute ferry ride from the Bur- 
mese town across the Pakchan 
River, said demonstrators had 
seized the police station, the cus- 
toms office, the town ball and the 
post office. 

A Western diplomat Thursday 
said demonstrators roamed about 
the town freely, with the army 
talcing no action. 


Armed Forces Commander 
Sau Mating declared over the 
radio Thursday that the army 
would continue stem measures. 
He said trouble-makers had infil- 
trated protest marches, and “the 
people are now facing anarchy of 
the violence-makers." 

Bat Prime Minister Tun Tin 
had also said Thursday that “the 
government will seriously consid- 
er legitimate requests of the peo- 
pie... in accordance with the 
law.** 


A Western diplomat said 
Thursday it was difficult to obtain 
a precise casualty toll because 
soldiers and protesters were fight- 
ing a “battle for [be bodies." 

“When someone is killed (the 
protesters) try to get it, so they 
can display the bodies, and the 
government tries to get it to 
cremate it" to erase any evidence 
of deaths, he said, on condition of 
not being identified. 


He said that as promised, the 
government would urgently cany 
out economic reforms to boost 
living conditions, such as privatis- 
ing some sectors of the economy 
and permitting private foreign 
investment. 


The radio said water supplies 
to Rangoon were cut for four 
hours Thursday after a transfor- 
mer at Yegu pumping station 
near the Kabaaye Pagoda in the 
northern suburbs was put out of 
action by “destructive elements.**

Buenos Aires expels 
South African consul 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Richard L. Thornburgh says he’s 
eager to begin work as the United 
States' 76th attorney general, but 
is not counting on keeping the job 
if George Bush becomes the next 
American president. 

“1 look on this as a six-month 
assignment," Thornburgh said 
Thursday after the Senate unani- 
mously confirmed him as succes- 
sor to the controversial Edwin 
Meese HI for the nation's top law 
enforcement job. 

The former Republican gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania said in a 
television interview that he’ll “let 
the future take care of itself* 
even if Vice President Bush is 
elected. 

Thornburgh. 56, already has 
told Senators that he's loyalist to 
President Ronald Reagan, de- 
claring last week, “his agenda is 
my agenda." 

Last week. Thornburgh said, 
that fighting the “scourge of 
narcotics” would be his top prior- 
ity, but he also promised a vigor- 
ous battle against organised 


BUENOS AIRES (Agencies) — 
The foreign ministry ordered the 
expulsion of South African consul 
Dirk De Wet and three of his 
countrymen for violating visa 
conditions. 

The three men — Germt Oli- 
vier, Ismail Richards and Bennet 
Ndlazi — applied for visas to visit 
Argentina for talks with the con- 
sul, according to the government 
news agency TELAM. Instead, 
they participated in a public semi- 
nar organised by the consulate, 
the news agency said Thursday. 

The topic of the seminar was 
not disclosed. 

Argentina in 1986 lowered the 
level of its diplomatic relations 
with South Africa from embassy 
status to a consulate because of 
apartheid. 

By law and custom, apartheid 
establishes a racially segregated 
society in which South Africa's 26 
million blacks have no vote in 
national affairs. The 5 million 
whites control the economy and 
maintain separate districts.

South Africa's foreign affairs 
department condemned the ex- 
pulsions, describing Argentina's 
move as “surprising and un- 
acceptable." 


The expulsions were “a self- 
serving action, dearly aimed at 
obtaining approval in certain 
Third World countries," the de- 
partment said Friday.

Aspirin can save 
heart attack victims 


LONDON (R) — Combined use 
of aspirin and a dot-dissolving 
drug can save the lives of tens of 
thousands of heart attack victims 
each year, according to doctors 
who carried . out a worldwide 
study on coronary care. 

Oxford university cardiologist 
Peter Sleight, chairman of the 
study group, told reporters 
prompt treatment with aspirin 
and the drug Streptokinase after 
a heart attack would cut by half 
the number of patients who die 
within the first month of being 
stricken. 


Streptokinase is widely used in 
hospitals to treat heart attacks 
and, in the United States, costs 
about $200 a dose. The study said 
it is as effective as newer and 
more expensive clot-dissolving 
drugs. 

The second international study 
of infarct survival (ISIS-2), pu£ 
lished in the latest edition of the 
British medical journal the Lan- 
cet, was the largest of its kind 
ever conducted. 

It involved more than 17,000 
patients from 417 hospitals in 16 
countries 


South Korea agrees to march 
with North at Seoul Olympics 


SEOUL (R) — South Korea 
agreed Friday to march with 
North Korean athletes at the 
Olympic opening ceremony if 
Pyongyang reverses its decision 
to boycott the games. 


The International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) proposed 
Thursday, in another appeal to 
North Korea to take part in the 
games, that delegations from the 
two Koreas march side by side in 
a symbolic gesture.

“I have spoken to him with my 
heart in my hand because I be- 
lieve that there are 27 million 
h uman beings in Central America 
who desire and deserve to live in 
peace,’’ Arias said. 


U.S. House votes for 
anti-Pretoria sanctions 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
House of Representatives has 
voted to impose sweeping new 
sanctions on South Africa in an 
action that will probably stand as 
a symbol of disapproval of white 
minority rule — at least while 
the Reagan presidency lasts. 

But the bill, which would cut 
off virtually all trade between the 
two countries and American in- 
vestment in South Africa, faces 
an uncertain fate in the Senate 
and will certainly be vetoed if it 
lands on President Reagan's 
desk. 

The vote of 244-132 Thursday 
night was short of the two-thirds 
majority required to override a 
presidential veto. 

Administration supporters said 
the sanctions could jeopardise 
new movements towards regional 
peace in which South Africa has 
begun a troop withdrawal from 
war-tom Angola. 

The Reagan administration has 
pursued a policy of “constructive 
engagement” with the Pretoria 
government and has mediated 
negotiations between South Afri- 
ca, Angola and its Cuban ally. 

The bill’s backets said the mea- 
sure was needed to force changes 
in Pretoria’s policies and avert an 
eventual bloodbath.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Re- 
publican platform writers turn to 
defence and foreign policy Friday 
to wrap up their pre-convention 
work, trying to highlight George 
Bush's experience and avoid a 
fight over the “Star Wars” anti- 
missile system. 

The 106-member platform 
committee finished with the 
domestic chapters of the 30,000- 
word document Thursday after 
calling for an expensive loophole 
for the oil industry to be 
reopened and engaging in 
another bitter tangle over AIDS 
testing.

Discoveries encourage search for intelligent life

BALTIMORE — The discov- 
ery of new planets and of com- 
plex organic chemicals in com- 
ets is encouraging astronomers 
to intensify their search of the 
universe for intelligent life 
beyond the Earth. 

"The circumstantial evidence 
is mounting every day” that 
intelligent life could have de- 
veloped elsewhere in the uni- 
verse, said Michael Klein, man- 
ager of a U.S. space agency 
research effort. 

“It is encouraging," he said 
Monday. 

Klein said discoveries 
announced last week that 


where." Klein said. “We know 
now that the materials are 
there. It gives us a good feeling 
that we are on the right track.” 
He commented at the 20th 
assembly of the International 
Astronomical Union, which is 
meeting in Baltimore. 


Klein heads a project called 
the Search for Extraterrestial 
Intelligence, or SETI, that is 
planning to mount an intensi- 
fied search for radio signals 
from civilisations that may exist 
on planets orbiting distant 
stare. 


California Institute of Technol- 
ogy for NASA, has proposed to 
expand the effort with soph- 
isticated new equipment that 
would listen to tens of millions 
of channels at the same time. 
The equipment would be moni- 
tored by a computer capable of 
identifying signals that could be 
sent by intelligent life. 


planel-like objects have been 
found orbiting distant stars, and 


found orbiting distant stars, and 
that organic chemicals thought 
to be the precursors to life exist 
in comets support fundamental 
theories about life evolving 
from cosmic chemistry. 

“That is the circumstantial 
evidence that life exists else- 


Programmes run by the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, by Har- 
vard University, and others 
have listened for intelligence- 
directed radio signals for more 
than 20 years, but only a small 
fraction of the vast universe, 
and the many radio frequencies 
that must be monitored have 
actually been checked.

Klein said the new equip- 
ment would be able to look at a 
1,000 different stare that are 
thought to be similar to the 
Earth's sun, locations that ex- 
perts believe hold the best 
chance for the evolution of life. 

There also would be “whole 
sky survey" in many radio fre- 
quencies in which every portion 
of the heavens would be syste- 
matically searched. 

Searches in the past “have 
only scratched the surface,” 
said Klein.

“Many people think the pro- 
ject should succeed in the next 
year or two," he said.
